I agree with you that it is moh better to 
operate the laundry machinery direst from the engine and not 
by means of motors.

We believe, in buildings thot would require a Plant of this size 
that the parallel lighting equipment which we supplied for 
Cardston and “dmonton, is the best thing which we can offer you 
as thése plants are working out very satisfactory. 


A detsiled description of these plants, we believe, 
might be in order and might say they consist of the followdng;-= 


Two plants, one a SKeli. and one a 6Kells both automatic 
in sterting and stopping, working as follows;- 


When the giiall lighting load first comes on the 
3K". plant starts up and carries the load up to 90% of its capacity. 
At this point the 6K.W. pkant starts up and takes over the load 
and the 3K... stops when the 6K.W. plant has reached full load. 

The SK.. starts up again and they both work in parallel, carrying 

their load to the maximum limit. When the load is decreased to 

the Doint where the 6Ke. can handle it, the 3K.W. stops and when 

the load is further reduced to the point where the 3K.W. oan ‘handle 

it, it starts w and takes over the load, allowing the 6K.'/. to 

stop and it continues to carry the load until it is reduced to minimum 
when it also stops, This feature is very economical as the small plant: only 
ruts 2 large portion of the time.

You ask what our recommendation is in the driving of 
e Laundry and might say we will not consider putting our plants 
up against a motor driven load for this work. ie have found in 
every instance where we have done youw work that the handling of 
a laundry machine 4s in the hand of inexperienced persons and if 
an electric motor were used for this work there would be times 
when the motor would be driven off the battery instead of having the 
plant running to suoply the necessary current. lhis discharge for 
2 3H.P. motor taken from the battery until the plants got started, 
would eventually ruin the battery and on every laundry drive which 
we have hooked our engines up to, 3H eP. has not been adequate to 
drive them. 


We might say the bdmonton Laundry, when in operation, 
takes from 5 to 5¢H.P. Our other reason ior sreferring mechanical 
drive from the engine is that when the laundry is running, the engine 
can be used at the same time to give the required overcharge to the 
battery, thereby doing both these jobs at one tine and sofe-guarding 
your battery instead of taking the discharge from ite 


ue have been handicapped on the most of our jobs by 
making our machines fit the room and the line sheft drive and the 
oppor tunity which you ere now giving us to place our space requirements 
pefore you is very acceptable. in the engine room shown on the plan 
which you sent us 9 line sheft will be running parallel with the long 
way of the laundry and will be running parallel with the short way of the 
engine room. ‘This means that we have to place our plants then one 
behind the other which makes a more expensive installation and consequently 
{g more costly to the department as it tekes more piping and fittings, 
etc. If the engine room were placed the long way the same sas the 
laundry, then our plants would be put end to end, making a cheaper method 
of installation and a belt would go from the pulley on the engine straight 
up to the pulley on the line shaft, instead of on the slant, thereby 
obstructing the movements of the operator around the machine. To 
make this a little clearer, we are making a drawing showing what we 
ccrisider an {deal arrangement for this type of plant. However, on the 
other hand this might not suit your building requirements and we want 
to co-operate with you making any elterations which you would prefer 
end any suggestions we can offer we will be glad to do so and trust to 
heer from you further in reference to this. The dimensions of the engine 
room especially if a pump is to be located in the engine room requires 
to be 20 feet long by 14 or 15 feet wide.

He asks the 
Department to pay this account from the New lngland 
Company grant and to allow him $200 for Indian labour 
for the erection of the fence.

At present, there is in the account (lio. 460) $2900. 
Approximately $1,000 of this will be required to pay 
veterinary charges (¥ile 165-0-14).

I wish to recommend that this account and 
the labour for the erection of the fence be allowed and 
that the Rev. Principal be informed of our plans in 
connection with the New Bngland Company payments, so 
that in future he will understand that he is to get 
along practically entirely on the p apita grant.

Dear Mr. Graham-; 

In connection with the condition of our 
Dairy Herd 1 would like to point out that Dr,Jagger hae lately 
had a bloodjtaken through Dr. Bruce of Aggasiz in the Dominion 
Lab. thee, & finds that fourteen out of twenty-nine head have 
Te-acted to the test for abortion, resulting in the fact that 
we are in a rather precarious position,having no isolation face 
ilities wherein to put these cows. Under these conditions there 
is not much hope of ever getting the herd cleaned up. 

By this time you km perhaps have a letter from Dr, Jagger 
suggesting that an Isolation Barn be erected which is a necessity, 
not only at the present time but also would take care of other 
sickness in the herd, and in many other ways cousd be usea to 
great aavantageeven seaugex when the herd is in normal health 
conditions. 

You have been through the barn when Dr. Jagger was working and 
have,for yourself seen,the difficulties under which we are ob- 
liged to work. Our abortion cases are now kept in the Hog Barn 
where they must stay for a period of from four to eight weeks 
until all discharges have ceased before transfeying to the 
main barn, thus entailing an endless amount of work in carrying 
food and water,cleaning, milking abe. vesides running the risk 
of our brood Sows contracting the desease,as the Dr. has stated 
that there is grave danger of this latter happening. 

Together with this there is the fact that our herd is growing 
and shortly we will be pressed for room. Again it is our inten- 
tiom to have the Govt. Milk Tester visit the herd beginning the 
New Year and shall have to have conveniences for this and would 
suggest that the Horse parn be utilised for this purpose. Very 
little expense would be entailed in taking out the present horse 
stalls and putting in/ pens. 

This latter would of course call for a new horee barn,but if 
we are going to develope the farm on the whole ,we must develope 
the dairy which is the greatest asset the school has,and which is 
now the only departfient that is giving us a cash dividend . Here 
we have something that not only gives an inaome of cash but also 
caters to the heayth of the children. 

I trust you ll,give the above your immediate and sympathetic 
attention. Thank, agit or considering as you have our needs in

Reports have been submitted by the Dominion 
Water Power Branch on the proposed sewage disposal 
Plant and water supply aystem for the Lytton Industrial 
School, lytton, B. C. which will mainly consist of the 
following units. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

The gewage from the new school buildings will 
ve treated through a concrete septic tank which will 
be located on the left bank of the Fraser River a dis- 
“tance of about 250 feet from the school, and will sub- 
sequently discharge into the Fraser River. The cost 
of the system will amount to $3,000.00. 


WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM. 

source of water for the proposed water supply 
system will be derived from springs located on the reserve 
at an altitude of 250 feet above the main highway, where 
@ concrete dam will be constructed. From this point it 
will be conveyed a distance of 600 feet to a concrete 
reservoir, having a capacity of 25,000. U. 5S. gallons. 
This résergoir will be located on the high growid im the 
vicinity of the new school. From the above mentioned 
reservoir the water will be carried a distance of 1700 feet 
through a 6" wood stave pipe to the school building to be 
used for both domestic supply and for fire protection. 


In view of the height of 160 feet between the 
storage tank and the ground floor of the proposed buidding 
@ static pressure of 70 pounds will be ensured at any 
of the hydrants which are to be installed near the building. 
The estimated cost of the above mentioned work will amount to 
about $6,000.00. After examining both reports I beg to 
recommend that the necessary funds be made available when 
the Department undertakes the construction ef the new building, 
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and that separate prices be obtained in the tender form 
for these two systems.

I have you? telegram in reply to mine re 
alterations required at St. George's Residential School 
barn, for a building for temporary isolation purposes. 


I have talked this matter over very 
thoroughly with the principal, and the only solution that 
would be of advantage was that which I wired to you. Your 
Suggestion seems impracticable, as the cost, although not 
very mach, would be overet lost, as the building you 
suggest would be of very little value, principally on ac- 
count of having to put in either an earthen or wooden floor 
which would not allow the sanitary arrangements necessary 
in using it for an isolation building as is needed. The 
present barn as it existe will have to be alrered consider- 

_ ably to accommodate the growing herd, as this part of the 
“farm is the paying end, and it is absolutely necessary to 
ehlarge it to accommodate more milch cows. To do this 
will eventually mean either the present horse stalls or 
the calf pens being turned in as stanchions for extra 

milch cows, and the present pens are not sufficient as it 
ole. 

At the present time there is no storeroom 
and feed is now stored in different parts, such as at the 
pig pen, which is badly needed now for the growing number 
of pigs. The present root cellar is far too small, and 
if we are to increase the herd, which is absolutely es- 
sential for the growing school,we mst have both cellar 
space and a storeroom. 

J 

/ The temporary building which I proposed in 
my telegram, to cost about $1000.00, can be added to the 
present mixingroom, shown on the plan. This would allow 

vhe present cellar to be extended out, and a loft put over- 
heat for a storeroom, with s small chain elevator for carry- 
ing the stores to the loft. This could be fitted with a 
corerete floor, and eventually used for calves, and a portion 
adéed to the present mixingroom to enlarge same. 


These would have to be added eventually, if 
we are to go ahead, as we hope to, in the dairy business, 
and it is the only solution we can see, that would take care 
ef the isolation that is badly deeded at present. This 
building would be used for the temporary isolation building 
as long as needed, and could at any time be used for this 
purpose when required. We thought it better to write these 


particulars more fully rather than wire them, and have a 
misunders’anding.

While we shall 
in the new building have some relief in isolation it will 
not by any means take @f it all nor will it take care of dew 
velopment. The present barn room is all taken up and we do 
not now know what to do with the calves which are now arriv- 
ing. The present stalls are all taken up with fresh cows and 
only this morning a cow freshened and should be for atime in 
isolation but she has to be kept in the stauntions in the 
main barn. 

To offset this condition I have alrdady advocated the conver= 
sion of the horse- barn into pens to be used as freshening 
stalls and also to be used for milk testing purposes. If we 
are going to make anything of the dairy we must be in a posi- 
tion to properiy test in order tnat our cows may go on record 
and also to be in apositiomito weed out individual boarders. 

We are just in the position now where #tte a little additione 
al expenditure will place us in a state of vance whereas if 
we are to be tied up for some time it wilYja heart rending 
stanptill. We have never used the horse=barn and it dose seem 
as though it is still to remain so, when it could be utilized 
to such great advantage at the present time. 

As you know I have speit no end of time and energy to place 
the dairy on the present footing and I do not want to see things 
go to the wall. The cost of these stallsand the conversion of 
the horee barn would entail an expenditure of four hundred 
dollars together with the pressnt proposed bhilding which I > 4 
think can be erected for about eight hundred dollars instead 
of one thousand, as I intend doing a great deal of the work 
with our own help. 

To say the least there is no encouragement in having a forced 
tie-up but if the above arrangement is not allowed I can only #a- 
say that I shall be at ajloss to know what to do. 

There is also another item which would be well considered at 
this time. The present pipe line to the barn is in bad shape 
owing to the fact that the pipe put in was not of high enough 
pressure. This line should either be lifted and replaced with 
seventy pound pressure pipe at an approximate cost of $600.00 
or a reservoir tank built tolreduce the pressure to fifty pounds 
at a cost of about $75.0U. shis wouid stiss teave us ample 
pressure auu wniite tne concrete mixer is here it couia be in 
staitled add with a few extra lengths of pipe the line could 
be made right. 
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@. would also take care of the surplus water now running 
away and which could be utilised to great advantage during 
the summer months for irrigation purposes. 

I am as you see out to save the unngéSeary expense. I do 
not know who was at fault in the beginning neveretheeless 
the line must now be repaired and could now be done at a 
ve reduced cost. 

fe arding the former let we ask that there be no tie up 
if api possible . The extra room will mean so much and it 
undoubtedly will save the Dept. money in six months time. 
With cows freshening the dairy herd should be kept up to ite 
greatest capacity. This can only be done by gine us the 
added room, which will allow scientific handling,and at no 
cost to the School or Dept.

I have your letter of January 7th, confirm- 
your nightletter of the 5th inst., authorizing the Reverend 
Principal of St. George's School to go shead with the isolat- 
ion barn in connection with the present building, and asking 
for prices on materials, and for timesheets to be kept. 


Your letter goes on the explain that you want 
a rough sketch showing the work that it to be undertaken im- 
mediately, and 2 detailed estimate of the cost. 


I might say that I showed the Reverend Principal 
this letter, and he has written a letter which I am enclosing 
explaining his views on the whole matter. I am also enclos- 
ing a rough sketch showing the new addition that he proposes 
to build. The Reverend Principal points out in his letter 
that he wanted to change things sround generally, so as to 
make the barn efficient for future use, and also to have the 
new addition used as an isolation building when there is need 
of it. His application for $1000.00, he figured, would 
cover all these changes and improvements, which are as follows: 
The present horse portion of the barn to be turned into calf 
and breeding pens, and the present calf pens to be used for 
eight stanchions; the new addition to be used for isolation 
at the present time, and eventually to be turned into calf 
pens which will be available for isolation at any future 
date if needed, and a storage loft to be put in the upper 
part of the new addition, as they have no storeroom at pre- 
sent, and are using a portion of the pig pen for this, which 
is badly needed now for the increasing number of pigs. 


The Reverend Principal also points out that 
the water pressure on the existing pipes is too great, and 
suggests building a reservoir at a lower level to take away 
the high pressure, which could be done for about $75.00, 
whilst the mixer was on the ground. 


The new stanchions and pens will cost approxi- 
mately $250.00, alterations in present barn $150.00, new 
addition about $535.00. These, of course, do not include 
considerable labor that the school will provide, but for 
material and experienced labor. 


If the Reverend principal is given authority 
to spend $1000.00, I think he can put the barn into good 
shape to handle the requirements. As we have no time 
sheets please forward a supply. 


Trusting the Department will give this matter 
| favorable consideration and will authorize me by wire whéther 
we are to go ahead on these lines,

You will doubtless hear of the following, but in case 
you do not, I think it is my duty in the interests of the In- 
dian Residential School at Lytton, to report the following: 


On Wednesday, the 9th inst., the boiler at the School 

burst, and the entire school was without any heat. This was 

avery bad state of affairs rignt in the middle of the cold 
weather and meant great discomfort to all. No school rooms 
could be opened and there was no water for the toilets, and 
the children were ehivering around a few stoves, which said 
stoves, to my mind, are dangerous to use in such an awful, 
old building. 


I sent down some fire clay from here for repairs, and 
temporary repairs have been made. Rev. Mr. Lett informs me 
he does not know how they will get the boiler repuired. It is 
out of date anyway, but something will have to oe done to it 
if they have to stay in the old building for another winter. 


I hope, therefore, that the Department will be able 
to get the money to start part of the new school anyway, as 
you know it is most urgently needed.

The water supply system will consist in 
the construction of a concrete dam in order to form a 
water reservoir supplied by a number of springs from 
which a wood stave pipe line will convey the water by 
gravity a distance of 1700 feet to the school building, 
where it will be used for both domestic and fire protection. 


Owing te the difference in elevation between 
the school and the above mentioned reservoir it is expected 
that a static pressure of 69 pounds per square inch will 
be put on the outlets at the school building, The cost 
including the installation of fire fighting apparatus will

In response to your advice and 
letter of the 8th., inst., also your wire of 
the 16th., inst., we got busy on the operations 
for the above building. 

We met the Rev. Mr. Lett on the grounds 
and he has given us the location of the school for 
which we have commenced excavation. 

We note, however, that in taking the 
levels of the ground, that there is a considerable 
slope to the east and to the north. This, of course, 
is not shown on the plans, nor is the extent of it 
apparent until one takes the levels. We are not 
sure, yet, at the Vancouver office, just what the 
extent of this will be, but, on rough measurement 
being taken it appeared to be a drop of about ten 
to eleven feet in portions of the building. This, 
as you Will readily understand, will cause us to 
€o down considerably for a proper foundation at 
these points and will necessitate very much deeper 
concrets walls than we were able to estimate from 
the information given. 

We are going right ahead with the work,

It will be your duty to issue progress certificates 
for payment to the contractor. These should be forwarded to the 
Department in duplicate. You will notice by the specifications 
that the Department pays up to 90% of the value of the labour 
and material in the building. I am sending you, under separate 
cover, blue print copies of the plans and specifications, also 
certificate forms and diary sheets. These diary sheets should 
be kept and forwarded to the Department with your voucher for 
payment of your salary, which should be signed by the Indian 
Agent or the Reverend Mr. Lett. I would ask you also to make 
fortnightly reports to the Department giving details as to the 
progress of the work.

In connection with this matter, I beg to say 
that while at Kamloops last week, Engineer Tredcroft, of 
the Dominion Water Power Branch, informed me as to the 
instructions set forth in the specifications which were 
not in accord with his original plan of drainage for the 
School. Engineer Tredcroft could understand why you did 
not want the water from the laundry and kitchen to pass 
through the main drain in the School building underneath 
the cement flooring, but considered that it could be 
carried to the outside of the building and attached to the 
sewer to be passed through the septic tank with the sewage 
from the toilets, etc. To have a separate sewer from the 
jaundry and kitchen to be carried down a distance of 
about six hundred feet and connected with inspection chamber 
on the outlet pipe from the septic tank would entail a 
further expenditure of approximately $500.00 for which 
authority for this further expenditure must be given, if it 
is to be carried out as per your telegram. I am attaching 
hereto a pencil sketch made by Engineer Tredcroft showing 
where it is proposed to put in the separate @rain from the kite 
and laundry and conduct the same to the outiet chamber from 
the septic tank. It also shows where the Engineer had pro- 
posed for this drainage to enter the main sewer outside the 
building above the septic tenk. Mr.Tredcroft is of the 
opinion that the passage of the drainage from the kitchen 
and laundry through the sewer and out through the septic 
tank would not in any way effect the septic action; in

I em enclosing herewith estimate of cost and 
Plan showing alterations necessary to the sewage disposal 
system for the new Lytton Industrial School owing to the de-~ 
cision of the department of Indian Affairs to provide separate 
drainage for the laundry and kitchen water and to the method 
adopted by the contractor in bringing out the sewer pipes. 
Before these sewer pipes were installed I personally visited 
the new building and during an examination of the site with the 
contractors representative in charge of the plumbing, pointed 
out that outlet E shown on the accompanying plan was the proper 
point for the main sewer to leave the building. With this 
suggestion the contractor's representative at the time agreed. 
He did not, however, follow out this suggestion and presumably 
to save cost, carried the sewer pipes in 3 separate outlets A, 
B, and C via the shortest route, see plan. 


This method as you will see trom the plan will make 
it necessary to install manholes at each bend, as when the 
grading is completed, these pipes will be buried to a depth 
of from 8 to 10 feet in loose unstable soil and should any 
stoppage occur as is very probable where right angle bends have 
to be used it would be impossible to remove same without great 


expense. 


The specifications did not state at what point the 
sewer should leave the building neither did they state whether 
the sewage should be brought out inl, 2 or 3 outlets and the 
contractor is therefore technically speaking, working within 
his rights. 


fhe sewer pipes inside the building have all been 
installed and most of the concrete floors laid. For this reason 
nothing would be gained by trying to alter the interior piping 
now and the only thing that can be done is to alter the proposed 
disposal system in the manner shown on the accompanying plan 
and as outlined by me during my recent conversation with you. 


In view of the fact that the major portions of these 
alterations, i.e., those referring to the laundry and kitchen 
water, have already been authorized by wire from Ottawa, I pre- 
sume I may carry on the whole project simultaneously and make 
arrangement to install the extra manholes and sewer connections 
immediately as there is no altemative but to put them in and 
any delay at this time is very inconvenient. 


You will also probably remember that the specifica- 
tions call for a concrete tank for rainwater to be provided by 
the department but up to date we have received no instructions to 
install seme. Is it the intention of the department that we shall 
install this tank or will they construct it separately. It would 
seem to me that we are the logical people to undertake this work. 


The accompanying list is an exact statement of the 
extra material and fittings required and I shall be obliged if 
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you will kindly rush this material to me via C.N.R. at the 
earliest possible moment. Before placing the order, however, 
will you kindly delete from the summary the following:

Sir: 


I hereby acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of November 1 enclosing copy of letter from the 
Director of Water ¥ower and having reference to the 
proposed installation of a concrete rainwater tank 
at the Lytton industrial School. In this connection 
I would state that the installation of this tank is 
in my opinion advisable in view of the fact that the 
water vhich will be used in the new water supply system 
was analysed by the Department of Health and found to 
be comparatively hard (see report by Dept. of Health, 
your file 24708-22B). 


The operation of the Lytton Indian school, 
which is a large institution, will necessitate a con- 
siderable amount of laundry work being undertaken 
each week and if a supply of soft water can be provided 
at what the Department would consider to be a reasonable 
cost there is no doubt that it would be of considerable 
advantage to them in their operations. 


whe Rev. A.R.Lett, principal of the Lytton 
Industrial school, when I interviewed him regarding this 
matter suggested that a tank having a capacity of 900 
U.S.gals be installed so that it would be possible to 
store water during a wet season for use during a dry 
period, but to this suggestion I took exception on the 
grounds that the capacity was far too large and that in 
view of the fact that the laundry would undoubtedly have 
to be operated at least once a week and taking into con- 
sideration the average rainfall at Lytton there would 
be practically no chance of our ever being able to 
supply such a large capacity. I further stated that I 
do not consider that the Department would look with 
favour upon any very large expenditure for this purpose. 


I then suggested that tank having a capacity 
of 4000 U.S.gals.would in my opinion, be more than suffic- 
jent to supply all ordinary requirements. The Rev.Lett 
then stated that while he did not consider 8000 gals. 
to be excessive yet he realized the necessity for econ-~ 
omy and finally agreed that a 4000 U.S.gal. tank should 
be requisitioned. 


As stated above I consider 4000 U.S.gals. to 
be more than sufficient to supply their requirements 
but as a large part of the expenditure will be for 
fittings, excavation etc. which will remain the same 
no matter what sized tank is installed there is very 
little to be gained by reducing the size of this tank 
below 4000 U.S.galse

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The proposed tank will require to be 
located outside the school buildings and buried 
below the surface of the ground to protect it from 
frost vhich means that it will be below the level 
of the laundry floor, the water from this tank will, 
therefore have to be pumped to another small iron 
tank (capacity approximately 200 U.S.gals.) situated 
inside the laundry so that it may flow by gravity 
to the water heater and thence to the laundry machines. 


The Rev.Lett suggested thatthis pumping 
could be carried out by a small electrically operated 
sump pump which could be run off the generator which 
supplies the school with light and power. It could 
also be carried out by means of a hand operated pump 
which could be operated by one or more of the pupils 
whenever necessary and which would reduce the cost 
of the installation. I have therefore, prepared two 
estimates of cost, one dealing with a tank ana pump 
operated by electricity and one with a tank and 
pump operated by hand. 


With reference to the above I would res- 
pectfully point out that if this installation is to 
be carried out this year immediate action would be 
advisable in view of the fact that good weather 
cannot last very much longer and if the work must be 
undertaken when the temperature is much below freez- 
ing the cost will undoubtedly be increased.

In further reference to your letter of 
October 2lst regarding the proposed rain water tank for the 
St. George's Indian Residential School at Lytton, B.OC., I 
enclose herewith a report from Mr. Tredcroft the Resident 
Engineer together with a letter from Mr. Davidson, Analyst 
in charge of the Food and Drug Laboratory of the Department 
of Health, dated September 21st. 


You will note that the analysis of the 
spring water shows that the water is comparatively hard, in 
fact under some scales a calcium carbonate content of over 
300 parts per million is called very hard. Fortunately 
boiling removes much of the hardness, but the water even 
after that process can still be termed a hard water, and 
therefore the use of rain water for washing would be a 
decided advantage, and is reconmended by our District Chief 
Engineer. 


In connection with the two methods of 
supply submitted by Mr. Tredcroft, Mr. Webb considers that 
the use of a hand operated pump would be satisfactory. You 
will note that the tank with hand operated pump can be ine 
stalled for an estimated cost of $954.00 whereas the electric- 
ally operated equipment is estimated to cost $1272.00. 


The last paragraph of Mr. Tredcroft's 
report refers to the desirability of immediate action if 
this work is to be carried out this year, and I shall be glad 
to have your further instructions in the matter.

Purther to correspondence that passed 
between us a few weeks ago regarding “Asbestoslate" 
Blackboards for Indian Schools, we have just been in- 
formed by one of our agents in Vancouver that the 
contract for the new building to be known as the 
8t.George's Residential School, Lytton, B.C., has been 
awarded to Messrs. Adkison and Dill. We understand 
that natural slate is specified for the blackboards, 
and when the Contractors were approached they could not 
consider changing to "Asbestoslate" without the approval 
of the Department. 


This attitude is, of course, quite right, 
but we would like to have your approval of allowing our 
Canadian-made material to be installed. There will be 
@ considerable saving in the final cost, and we are con- 
fident the boards will give many years of perfectly 
satisfactory service.

Extract from letter of Rev. A. R. Lett, 
Principal, Lytton Indian Residential School, 
Dated December 29, 1927. 


I have looked rward with enthusiasm to the 
new school andNas it is now nearing completion, I am hoping 
for a new lease of life. While this is so, yet there are 
coming difficulties, and if these are not given immediate 
attention there will be unavoidable leakages which I do not 
want nor can I afford same. There has no provision been 
made for refrigeration: which, as you know, we cannot do 
without. é have an ample supply of meat on the farm and 
also milk and eggs which are perishable. If it is at all 
possible provision should be made for this before the warm 
weather sets in which in this part comes about the middle of 
April. 


The new school is provided with storm sash, and 
where these are to be stored for the summer months I do not 
know. Storage room for these should be provided with as 
little deley as possible as to house them without lock and 
key would mean destruction to the glass and necessitate a 
probable heavy expenditure before again replacing them for 
the winter. 


There is also the atorage of overplus, such as 
children's private clothing, extra school clothing, bedding 
and equipment. These are articles which cannot be allowed 
to toss about in any old fashion and must be looked after in 
order to avoid wnecessary leakages.

With further reference to your letter of 

November 18th, 1927, enclosing copy of telegram 

from the Director of Water Power authorizing the 
installation of a concrete rain-water tank at the 
Lytton Industrial School, I wish to state that 
work on this project was delayed owing to the fact 
that I considered it advisable to make some further 
recommendations to you in this regard before proceed- 
ing with the installation. 


The idea of a concrete rain-water tank 
originated, I believe, with the principal of the 
Industrial school at Lytton, who was anxious to 
obtain a supply of soft water for use in the school 
laundry, and when an estimate of the cost of this 
tank was requested by the Department, no account 
was taken of the hardness of the water which would 
be supplied to the boilers and hot water system 
in the new building, 


I now find, on further careful examin- 
ation, that during recent yeers endless trouble 
and expense had been experienced in the old school 
building owing to the Pipes, boilers, tubes, rad- 
iators, etc, being corroded on the inside with 
layers of lime and magnesia, caused through the 
use of excessively hard water; and unless some 
steps @re taken to remedy this condition the same 


trouble will undoubtedly be experienced with the 
new heating plant. 


I would therefore like to point out that 
if the Department is prepared to authorize an ex- 
penditure of 9954.00 in order to supply soft water 
for laundry purposes, it would be far more econ- 
omical to abandon the idea of a concrete rain-water 
tank and install a weter-softening apparatus having 
& capacity of 20 U.S. g.p.m., and which would 
soften the entire amount of water which will be 
used in the hot water heating system, 


The cost of this installation would amount 
to approximately $1,000.00, which is practically the 
same as the cost of the proposed rain-water tank, 
(1.@., $954,00) and would heve the advantage that 
whereas the rain-water tank would only supply water 
for laundry purposes, and that intermittently if 
the rainfall was light, a water-softening apparatus 
would take care of the whole hot water heating sys- 
tem, and a full supply of soft water for all pur- 
poses would be available at any season of the year,

apparatus, assuming that 6 total of 4,000 U. S&S. 
gallons of hot water would be usegper day (which 
amount is ample to supply #11 ordinary needs in an 
institution of this kind} would amount to less than 
80¢ per day, including the cost of salt, minerals, 
etc. and this expenditure would be offset many 
times over in the saving effected in repairs to 
boilers, hot water system, and the use of soap in 
the laundry, kitchen, etc. 


I would therefore respectfully recommend 
that in place of a concrete rain-water tank being 
constructed as originally suggested, a Zeolite 
water softener having a capacity of 20 U.S. &.p.m. 
continuous flow be substituted in its place, which 
apparatus, I am convinced, would prove far more 
satisfactory and economical in every way.

I have Departmental letter dated 
June 18th, in connection with the proposed 
erection of Workshops for St. Georges Res- 
idential School. 


When Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn 
was here he took this matter up with the 
Rev. Principal and myself, and we came to 
the conclusion that the old St. Georges 
School building might be demolished and what 
material could be got out of that might be 
used for building a two storey wooden build- 
ing, the lower portion to be used for work- 
shops a) rough sketch of which is enclosed and 
the whole of the upper part made for a boys 
recreation room and gymnasium, as it is most 
essential that the boys should have a room of 
this description that they can use all the 
time for as it is now the present hall has to 
be used alternately for boys and girls, but if 
we had an outside one for boys the girls could 
have that in the school for themselves. It 
would be quite impossible for the school to do 
this work itself as it only means that the 
farm is neglected in trying to do extra work. 
We thought it the best and cheapest to let a 
contract to demolish the old school which will 
have to be done in the very near future in 
order to do away with fire risk to the chapel 
which is attached to it and also incidentally 
to save the windows and doors, You will notice 
that in the sketch one room is set aside for 
storage for as it is at the present moment one 
of the dormitories has to be used for this and 
with the opening of the new term the dormitory 
will be needed so I can't imagine where we are 
going to store the things that are in there now,

On This occasion we had 
to do some fire fighting to save the barn, which had just 
been filled with the first crop of hay. 

A permanent concrete building should be erected with brick 
flue doing away with the present fire hasard and would give 
us a perfectly sanitary structure. ,

I had an opportunity of going thoroughly over 
the school Wuilding at Lytton. The construction is de- 
fective in several important particulars, and if tie 
contractor's security cheque has not been returned, [ 
would advise you to hold it. I think the Supervisor of 
Construction is to blame to some extent. 


Mr. Dill, of the Contracting Firm, saw me in 
Vancouver, in company with Mr. Bater, and I was not at all 
impressed by the last named gentleman. 


Unseasoned lumber was evidently used for the doors 
and interior fittings, and the result is that many of the 
doors have shrunk, and go right past the stop, and others are 
crooked and do not close. A poor job of plastering was done, 
and the material throughout is not first class- The cement 
floors in the play room are sure to give trouble l.ter on, 
as they are already sealing. There are one or two points 
about the building that I will take up with Mr. Orr when I 
return to headquarters. 


Mr. Dill is anxious that certain allowances should 
be made him, and he brought up the question of increased wages, 
but after seeing the building, I am not at all sympathetic with 
his claim, in fact I think we have a claim against him.

submitted to Indian Agent Graham and which he has endorsed and recomm- 
ended having gone over the situatian with me,1 thought it best to 

make some further g@omment for tem your information. 

Xegarding the basement which 1 purpose dividing into four parts 
One, room 20x17 for the installation of the refrigeration plant tak- 
ingyout of the school basement as it is not proving atall satisfactory 
in its present position owing to it being of such handy access to the 
hitehen. Yhe milk butter bacon and ect being kept in it causes con~ 
siderable opening of the door allowing the temperature to fall rapidly 
necessitating the constant use of the engine and the quick fall and 
rise is not the best for the keeping of meats. 

Yhe remaining part of this division 17x20 left as an open shed tm 
to be used aw a wood shed and to keep in it the axes saws ect in 
use rather than having them standing in the corner of the school 
pase ment or in the corner of the fence. 

Whe middle of this floor 55x55 to be used for storage of storm sash 
extra beds & beding ectsnow housed in the toy dormitory and which we 
now need for children as we are now running 140 it is essential to 
relieve thése rooms. 

the remaining 20x35 to be made imto two bedrooms for extra farm 
help now occupying one room in the school building necessitating 
the use of one bedroom in the residence to accomodate one of the 
teachers which at the present time is ocauupied by her. 

Yhe first floor divided into three shops shoe repairing, carperters 
repair shop and manual training shop- the prsent room used for manual 
training is altogether to smallnecessitating the curtailing of in- 
struction and repetition of classes. 

Spgarding the top floor.I have asked that the four walls be exfended 
so that this can be used for a playroom for the boys. the roof has 
necessarily to be put on and with very little added expense the walls 

could be extended which would add to the looks of tbe building besides

Report on St. George's School, Lytton, B.C. 
Sir: 


In response to a request made by the Department's Architect, Mr. 
R.Guerney Orr, I now submit the following Report on the condition of 
St. George's School, with reference to the complaints made by the 
Principal, Rev. A.R.Lett,of defective work in the building. These 
complaints may be summarized as follows, and I shall deal with them 
in the order given: - 


1. Badly fitted doors, a number of which are not Standing up well. 


Loose fitting and draughty windows, which rattle badly when the 
wind blows. 
Defective spots in the concrete floors of play-rooms. 


Floor drains in wash-rooms above level of the floors. 


Open spaces in several rooms where the floors have settled 
away from the base and quarter-round. This applies also 
in bath-rooms where the floors and base are of concrete. 


No heat in a number of radiators even when there is a good 
head of steam. 


7+ Total failure of the hot water storage system. 


When in Vancouver recently I called on the contractors ,Messrs 
Adkinson & Dill, and formally notified them of the defects which I 
had observed. Last Sunday Mr. Dill came here in response to my request, 
bringing with him his superintendent who was in Charge of the con- 
struction, the carpenter foreman, the millwork man, and his heating 
engineer. We went over the building pretty thoroughly, the complaints 
were gone into, and Mr. Dill has undertaken to make the following 
ad justments: - 


1. The doors will be taken down, and practically all of them have 
Strips added to them as needed to make them fit the frames 
Snugly. These strips will be neatly fitted, glued, Sandpapered, 
and tinted with orange shellac to mateh other woodwork. In 
some instances thresholds will be Placed beneath the doors to 
take up surplus space; and the fastens will be made to hold the 
doors properly.

2, extend to meet the edge of the upper sash. As the groove in which 
the upper sashes slide had been milled too wide, there is far too much 
play at present, which results in draughty windows which rattle badly 
with every wind that blows, but by adopting the means outlined this 
trouble should be overcome. The same fault applies to the lower sash in 
all windows, but this can be easily corrected by moving the vertical 
stop to take up this surplus play, and this will be done. 


3. The defective spots 4n the recreation rooms are not very extensive, 
and the contractor has agreed to chisel out these places, and fill 
them level with a rich concrete strengthened with Master Mix hardener. 


The fltor drains in wash-rooms have been carelessly placed with 
regard to the general level, and these floors have not been given 
the required grade. Surplus water refuses to run uphill to these 
floor drains. This trouble cannot be corrected without breaking up 
and re-laying these floors. This would cause no end of mess and 
trouble at this late day, so the school staff will have to push 
the water to the floor drains with mops and brooms when swabbing 
these floors, as they are doing at present. 


The open spaces below the base at floor lines is caused by the 
shrinking of the green joists used. The shrinkable timber has not 
been evenly distributed. Perhaps this was scarcely possible where 
stud partitions meet brick walls. Mr. Dill tells me that it is 
{impossible to buy seasoned joists in Coast markets, and that this 
shrinkage was unavoidable. However, there will not be ang further 
shrinkage of joists, and the contractor is sending 14" bull-nosed 
strips to take up the open spaces where the quarter round has 
proved insufficient. In some rooms 2" strips will be necessary. 

The bathrooms have large cracks in the concrete where 
the base and floor meet. These cracks are to be raked out and 
filled, which is not a difficult correction to make. 


A number of radiators throughout the building do not circulate 
the steam, and remain cold. Even a casual {nspection reveals the 
cause. In my opinion there are far too many horizontal runs to and 
from the radiators, in some cases several feet in length, with 
little or no grade away from the radiators. The specifications call 
for"not less than HALF INCH fall per foot run", and this has not 
been observed. I pointed this out to the heating engineer, put he 
states that every radiator functioned perfectly when the heating 
contract was finished, but that the settlement in the floors has 
in some instances robbed the horizontal runs of the fall which had 
been given them, and is the sole cause of the radiators thus affected 
not now heating. He has agreed to send a mechanic to go over all 
the radiation, and that every radiator will be made to circulate 
the steam satisfactorily. 


The hot-water storage system which has been installed here does 
not furnish hot water when depending on the steam taken from the 
heating boilers. It has been found necessary to keep the jagket 
heater going full blast too, or do without hot water. I took this 
matter up with the heating engineer, and he assures me that the 
service has been installed exactly in accordance with the detail 
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*& (cont'd) 


shown on the heating sheet supplied by the Department, and with 
the specifications accompanying same. Steam has been taken from the 
poiler header through an 14" pipe to the storage tank of 800 gal. 
capacity, and in this tank are two loops of coils of 1" diameter. 
This installation has proved entirely inadequate to heat this 
large body of water. I told him that as far as the naked eye could 
tell, something must be missing, and that in other schools not only 
had we an abundance of hot water but that it had been found necessary 
to install a "Powers' Automatic Temperature Control" to prevent the 
water from becoming excessively hot. He asked to see the plans and 
specifications of one of the other schools, and I showed him that of 
St. Paul's School. It was then noticed that at St. Paul's the steam 
4s taken from the boiler header through a 2%" pipe as compared with 
an 14" pipe here, and that at St. Paul's a "Darling-Whitlock Type K 
Storage Heater No. H-8-3" had been specified, which is a high- 
efficiency takmk, which heats up quickly, and not to be compared 
with what was specified for this school. 


The heating engineer has two suggestions for overcoming 
the present inefficiency of the water-heating service, viz 


(a) To increase the size of the pipe line between the steam 
header of boilers and storage tank. This would also involve 
the increasing of the size of the pipes forming the coils, 
and putting in more coils, in the storage tank. In order to 
make this change it would be necessary to bore the tank to 
take larger intakes, for which work he says we should have 
to bring boiler makers here--all of which would involve 
heavy expense. Under present circumstances he does not advise 
this change. 


A second suggestion is that coils be placed in the firebox 
of each boiler and carried to the storage tank on the same 
principle as is done in kitchen ranges. He states that this 
method is frequently adopted, and that an abundance of hot 
water would result; also that the cost would be slight as 
compared to the first suggestion. The heating boilers are 
already bored to admit the necessary pipes to carry out this 
installation, and Smaak the entire cost would not exceed 
$50.00. He recommends that this method be adopted. 


As the lack of hot water is a daily handicap in the operation of 
this school during a large part of the year, I would respectfully 
suggest that authority be given to overcome the difficulty; and that 
if the heating contractor's recommendation (b) meet with the 
Department's approval, that this method be tried out. This con- 
tractor offers a guarantee that the present lack of hot water can 
be remedied in this way. 


The foregoing covers the complaints made by the Reverend 
Principal. The contractor, Mr. Dill, now has his carpenter foreman 
at work here making the corrections outlined, and has promised to 
leave him here until everything is made right. 
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In a previous letter I mentioned the lack of light in the main 
& corridors in this building, and in looking over the specifications 
I noticed that in both the carpentry and glazing specifications 
4t was required that all doors from the corridors should have glass 
panels. I intended asking the contractor to take out these doors 
and substitute others having glass panels as called for, but in 
looking at Sheet 5 of the Plans for this school I see that the 
doors from corridors are marked "B", which does not call for glass. 
This was obviously an inadvertence, for it was clearly the Architect's 
intention to provide borrowed light for all corridors. ihe result 
is that these passages are dark and gloomy. 


vhe lighting specifications, Page 55, Clause 2, calls for a 
certificate of inspection from the local inspector of the Canadian 
Fire Underwriters' Association. Mr. Lett states that this require-~ 
ment has been ignored and no inspection made. 


I am informed that during the winter great difficulty was 
found in heating the Principal's residence, and that only by the 
excessive heating of the main building could sufficient heat reach 
the residence. This condition causéd-a largely augmented consumption 
of coal, else the residence was farf too cold for comfort. Mr. Lett 
asks that a separate steam main be run direct from the boiler room 
to the residence. I have asked the heating contractor to give me an 
estimate of cost for this additional service, and when this is 
received I shall write the Department again on this subject. 


In fairness to the general contractors, Adkinson & Dill, I 
may say that on the whole they have given the Department a very 
fair job. The main complaints have to do with the doors and windows, 
and these defects are now in process of being remedied. The masonry 
of walls and foundations is holding up well, and apart from the 
minor troubles mentioned, the contract generally has been well 
executed. I should have preferred an inexpensive pressed brick in 
the outside walls instead of the common brick used, but I am told 
the Department approved the sample of the common brick submitted. 
Also no dark brick were used for trim, as called for in the plans. 


I am also told that Sheet 68a dealing with the standpipe 
system for fire protection was not included in the specifications 
furnished the contractor, and that this service has been installed 
as an extra, and it is not yet complete.

On my return from the semi-official opening 
of the Kamloops School last week, I stopped off at Lytton 
for a day and found very good progress being made with 
regard to the re-building of the chapel at St.George's 
School under the supervision of Mr.Gardner Smith. I 
learned, however, that no word hed been received in con- 
nection with the building of the workshop and I would 
strongly recommend that this work should be taken in 
hand while Mr.Smith is at the School. Possibly the Church 
and the workshops could be completed about the same t ime. 
I believe Mr.Lett sent you a tentative design of what is 
reauired--a frame building 35 ft.by 70 ft- of two stories 
and a basement. The basement is needed for storing 
machinery, etc,,the first floor being for technical 
training rooms and the top storey as a gymnasium for the 
boys in the summer to save the assembly room in the main 
building. To put on the top storey it would only re- 
quire the walls to be run up about nine or ten feet 
higher and the extra cost would not be much greater than 
if the building only comprised the basement and the 
technical training roome 


I think that the building might be constructed 
onday labour plan under Mr.Smith's supervision, as he 
would know just what size of timber should be used. I am of 
the opinion that the building should be on a cement found- 
ation with walls sheeted outside with shiplap and covered 
with rustic, the inside walls being sneeted up with 
number one shipnlap. Ample windows should be put in to 
give sufficient light in the manual training room. The 
roof could either be of shingles or heavy rubber roofing 
material, but that would depend entirely upon what is 
best suited to the climatic conditions at Lytton.

Dear Mr. Ditchburn:- 


™he work on the new Indian Chapel here is now 
practically completed, there just remaining to be done the 
finishing of the painting and heating, and the installing of 
the lights. Painters and heating men are doing their work 
now, and I shall bring an electrician here when the Utility 
Building is further advanced so that both puildings may be 
done at the one timee 


The Ottawa authorities authorized me to carry out 
various changes in the school building with regard to the 
hot water storage supply, and the heating of the residence 
more efficiently, and these improvements are now being 
carried out. But there is one small matter that I did not 
take up with Ottawa, and it is this: The large range in the 
kitchen is only provided with 4 small 40 gale range boiler, 
and it is found that the demands on this supply for dish= 
washing and other purposes yuickly drains off the hot water, 
and there is then 4 shortage. The boiler should be at least 
twice the size of the present one. The plumbing and heating 
contractor quotes a price of $96.00 to supply and connect 
an 84 gal. range boiler in place of the small one now in use, 
provided this is done while he has men on the job. The 
gmall range boiler would then be available for use in the 
<itchen in the basement of the new Cha pele

With regard to the enclosed Voucher for $819.23, in 
favour of Messrs Mortimer & Crombie, heating contractors, 
of Vancouver, B.C. I wish to explain the last item of 
$72.00. 

In order to overcome the total lack of hot water 
in St.George's School the Department authorized the 
placing of coils in each of the heating boilers, which 
has been dome, with the result that when the heating 
boilers are in operation there is an abundahce of hot 
water. It was found, however, that the fire-deflecting 
Walls at the rear of the firebox in each boiler had 
become disintegrated and broken down, which condition 
should not be allowed to continue. Also, we were to 
place the coils directly in front of thése walls, and 
it would have been extremely difficult to replace said 
walls after the coils were installed, as they now form a 
protective screen in front of them. I enclose a circular 
illustrative of the boilers in use, and giving a sectional 
view showing the baffle walls which we have had to replace. 


The firebricks and fireclay for the new baffle 
walls had to be shipped in from Vancouver by local freight, 
and 200 tirebricks, and a sack of fireclay, were used. 

The cost or labour and materials for this repair work 
make up the charge of $72.00 shown .

On October 2nd, I forwarded to the Depart- 
ment a letter received from the Rev. Principal of 
St. George's Residential School, in connection with 
the unsatisfactory condition of the lighting plant, 


The Department replied on October 18th, 
stating that they had written to the Lister Company, 
asking them to have an engineer examine the plant 
at the earliest possible moment, 


On December 12th, ¥ again wrote the De- 
partment on the same subject, as the Lister people 
had apparently not done anything in the matter of 
sending an engineer here, 


I am this morning in receipt of a tele- 
phone message from Mr, Lett, the Rev, Principal, 
stating that the largest of the two engines is just 
about gone, and that batteries are in the same con- 
dition, so that he is now having to run the small 
engine continuously to get sufficient light, and 
this does not give power enough for the washing, 


Something will have to be done very quick- 
ly, or they will be both without light and power, 
Trusting the Department will take this up agatn with 
the Lister Company,

Dear Mr. Orr:- 
I am in receipt of your letter of the llth instant 
with copy of a letter from the Indian Agent at Lytton, B.C. 


It is noted from Mr.Graham's letter that trouble is being 
experienced in getting heat 4into the Chapel and Utility Building, 
and that the Residence 4s not being sufficiently heated. On 
receiving this rea the heating contractors 
4n Vancouver, @ Copy of which message s, and I delayed 
replying to your Letter pending 4 reply to my wire. No reply has 
yet come, 8° I do not know if the conditions complained of still 
exist. 

Regarding the heating of the Chapel, this was tested out 
before I left, and the radiators heated there simultaneously with 
those in the main school. The work was installed in conformity 
with the best practice in the trade, the lines peing properly 
graded, vented, provided with air eliminators, and with a wet 
return line underground to join the wet return in the main build- 
ing. Abundant radiation was placed in the Chapel. 


The Utility Building was not provided with a great deal 
of radiation, as some parts of that pbuilding wae/not intended to 
be heated, and we did not want to put too much added load on the 
poilers, but radiators were nut where asked for. The condensate 
from this building 4s returned to the poilers by an automatic 
forece-pump system. 


The Residence heating was found to be airbound, and by 
4nstalling air eliminators 4n the Residence basement we overcame 
that trouble, and the radiators throughout the residence heated 
well, under the test we gave it, and Mr- Lett remarked that it 
was the first time those rads had ever heated properly since the 
school was built. 


My own impression 4s that the boilers have not been 
steadily and sufficiently fired, and a proper head of steam 
obtained. It is a large institution, and during extreme cold 
the boilers should have day and night attention and a good head 
of steam maintained. This means burning lots of coal, but that 
cannot be avoided. The engineer (assuming he is still the same) 
4s a diminutive man, both semi-deaf and crippled, and I can 
understand his being unable to keep up steam during rigorous 
weather, unless given adequate assistance. 


10 Volume 
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A little dribble of steam is not enough in cold weather, and 
just invites freezing troubles. 

Before leaving Lytton I placed on the Principal's desk a 
12 months' guarantee from the heating contractors, in which they 
agreed to return to the school in the event of anything going 
wrong with their work, and make any necessary adjustments or 
repairs, for a period of one year, without expense to the Depart- 
ment. This heating firm (Mortimer & Crombie, of Vancouver) have 
an excellent reputation, and would undoubtedly observe the terms 
of their guarantee, if notified of the need for same. 


Not having any information later than Mr.Graham's letter 
of Dec. 12th, I have no way of knowing how conditions now are 
at the school at Lytton, but expect to hear from the heating 
contractors in answer to my wire at any time; and should further 
information come I will forward it to you. Should the Department 
wish me to do so, I will take a few days off from my work here, 
and go to Lytton and see for myself what the troubles are, and 
take the necessary steps to have them remedied under the twelve 
months' guarantee,-should mechanicak troubles actually exist. 


With regard to the lighting plant at St.George's School, 
it was giving trouble last summer, and the lights gave out 
several times. I think the plant suffered from too much 
tampering with by local help in the endeavor to fix things they 
did not understand.

We have delayed replying to yours of vec. 17th fora 
couple of days in order to make some injuiries here to determine as 
far as possible just what light be the difficulty with your Heating 
Plant. 

W@ understand that the original plant at your Institution was 
installed by Murray Broa, Vancouver, B.C. some two years ago, and = 
Since that time some additions hava been added, which additions were 

tacked onto the original Heating System. 

W@ believe that this System was originally designed for a Webste 
or Dunham Vapor job, that is all returns to the boiler being made by 
gravity. The choice of this Gravity System may possibly have been 
made owing to the fact that the initial cost of such System is 

Slightly lower than a Vacuum System, the eost of which would, of 
course have to inelude «a Vaeuum vump. 

we have found that a Heating System running over a compara - 

tively large horizontal area, such as yours possibly eovers, is mosge 
satisfactory when handled by @ Vaeuum Pump whieh makes for the 
pulling of a speedy and positive eireulation through the System. On 
heating systems in high buildings covering a comparatively small 
horizontal area the problem of getting free eireulation pack to the 
boiler is apt to be mueh less diffieult. 

Without seeing your plant it is of course impossible ror our 
Sngineers to express anything like an intelligent opinion as to whut 
Mignt be dons to remedy the situation, and even if wa were to mike 
an inspeetion of the Plant, it is just possible there may be certain 

limitations beyond which it would be impossible to g° toward a 
remedy owing to your location. For example, if the condition could 
be corrected by the installation of a Vacuum Pump the question of 
motive power would have to be considered as it is just possible you 
have no electrie current available there outside of your own local 
Plant, and any electrie driven Vacuum Pump would possibly require a 
2 or 3 HP Motor, whieh your electric plant might or might not have 
capacity to drive. Any attempt to operate a Steam Driven Vacuum Pump 
from your low pressure boilers would not be practical. 
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Raever, aes stated above, it is nearly impossible to discuss your 
aifficulgy intelligently without seeimg your plant, and for the 
purpose of doing this we would be willing to gend our ingineer from 
Vancouver to go into the matter fully with you on eondition that you 
pay the expense of his trip. We would, of eourse, make no charge for 
his time or services outside of his travelling expenses. 


If you are satisfied in your own mind that a Vacuum Pump eould 
be imatalled, that would solve your aiffieulty, and in the event 
of our Vacuum Pump being used on the job there would be no charge of 
any kind for our Sngineer to make an inspection, that is this trip 
would be made at our own expense. 


If a Vacuum Pump cannot be installed the only thing that we & 
could suggest would bé to have some practical Heating Contractor go 
into the plant and eldipdinate as far as possible any lifts in the 


pipe lines, thereby giving free eireulation back to the boilers by 
gravity.

On Dec. 16-17 1 visited the above school and made a careful 
inspection of the working conditions of the heating system. There 
seems very little wrong with the general installation according 
to plans and specifications. 


However there is an unusual conéition experienced in 
regard to maintaining steam;whenever the fires get low the 


pressure is not sufficient to heat the extreme ends of the 
system. 


I would advise that you get in touch with the C.A.Dunham's 


Co's representative at Vancouver, and have their Sngineer make a 


survey and report to the Department. They maintain an engineering 
staff for that purpose. 


We might suggest that provided there was sufficient 
electric power a Return Vacuum Pump could be installed that would 
greatly increase the boiler efficiency. Aleo the question of 
Cil Burners could be taken up.

st .George's School, | enclose herewith copies of further corre- 
spondence on the subject from the Reverend principal, Mr- Lett, 
which is self-explanatory and Dunham's, Mortimer & Crombie's 
suggestions. 

hen in Calgary to-day I nad a conference with Mr. Alex 
‘alker, Dunham Co's Engineer for Alberta and Eastern B.C., and 
the situation was reviewed carefully. I i with me the plans of 
the buildings, and the recent correspondence relating to the 
heating troubles, and the Reports of Mr. Srombie,and Dunham's 
Vancouver Hngineer's recommendations. 


ir. Walker states he is unable to make any very definite 
recommendation without first checking up the entire job, 4ncluding 
the capacity of the heating boilers themselves. He says heating 
boilers are usually ove ding the amount of load they 
can carry in sub-zero weather. H her states it 4s probable 

in very cold weather there is mor than can be returned 
to the boilers with sufficient rapidity over the far-spread, 
slugeish horizontal lines without other help than exists at present. 
In other words, he thinks the circulation of steam is retarded 
owing to the system peing overloaded with condensate- 


To relieve the excess of condensate he makes the tentative 
suggestion that the wet return from the Chapel be diverted to the 
Utility Building, towards which there ig an excellent fall in grade, 
and from the Utility Building the condensate could be delivered 
pack to the heating poilers of the School by means of the force 
pump now A{nstalled in the basement of the Utility Building. This 
change would relieve the wet return of the school of any added 
load. In this connection the capacity of the automatic force pump 
in the Utility Building would be first tested. 


Regarding the 4nsufficiency of heat in the Residence, Mr. 
alker suggests carrying an additional steam main into the Residence 
from the blind end of @ steam main in the school basement almost 
adjoining the Residence, thus making a loop with the other main 
which is now furnishing heat to the K de . The addition of air 
eliminators which we « 

a@ition then existing, but apparently ad 

4s needed for extremely cola weather. I recail Mr. 

this would give added heat, but he aid not then think it necessary, 
as all the residence radiators heated splendidly at that time. 
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It 18 only too apparent that an unfortunate condition exists 
in connection with the heating service at St.George's School, and 
to me, personally, it is a matter of deep concern. I shall be only 
too glad to assist in any way I can to give those good people 
relief, and to bring their heating service to a proper condition 
of efficiency. 


Mr. Walker has kindly consented to accompany me to Lytton, 
if so desired by the Department, and to check up every feature of 
the existing system, and give us the benefit of his knowledge and 
technical experience in outlining what should be dome to correct 
the troubles which may be found in the heating service as it now 
Stands. I could get away from my work here for a few days without 
detriment, and would arrange with Mr.Gooderham to visit the job 
daily in my absence. I should also wire Mr. Crombie, the heating 
contractor who did the heating work, to meet us at Lytton, and we 
should then be in a position to make an intelligent recommendation 
to the Department as to the necessary procedure to follow,by 
checking up the job itself, under mid-winter conditions as they now 
exist. 

I realize it is possible the Department may have made other 
s already for dealing with the heating troubles referred 
offering the foregoing suggestion regarding a visit 
«George's School in case no action is being taken already, 
and subject, of course, to the Department's wish that I co-operate 
in solving this difficulty r.Walker would make no charge other 
than his actual out-of-pocket expenses; and i Giving attention to 
our problem he would be acting in unison with Dunham's Vancouver 
branoh.

As you have already been advised 
there have been complaints about this plant from the time same was 
installed. 


As you know I have been specifying in the 
past your plants, and with the exception of the Lytton School the 
service seems to have been satisfactory. Of course I cannot continue 
to specify this outfit if there is going to be trouble in operating 
the plant as is being at present amie | as at Lytton.

Ne were very pleased to receive your letter of the 28th ulto., 
also Mr. Walker's Report. As contractors, we did not wish to make 
any recommendation ourselves, and we therefore appreciate the 
opportunity of looking over this Report before you forward same to 
the Department, as this makes our position clear. 


I feel Mr. Walker has taken great care in checking over the 
heating system, and I am in agreement with him with regard to the 
steam pressure. The addition of another poiler, placed in the 
Utility Building, to supply this building and the Chapel, would 
doubtless be the solution, and would further augment the main 
building service. I might add that by placing valves in the existing 
supply to the Chapel this building could be heated during moderate 
weather by the present boilers to save having another fire except 
when required during extreme winter months. 


The matter of the return from the Chapel, which we placed in 
4" vitrified pipes approximately 24" below ground, this line seems 
to require a much heavier insulation to withstand the low temper- 
atures of that district. This line cannot be placed any deeper in 
the ground, but we can and will give 4t a more adequate covering. 


Regarding the return pump in the Utility Building, there 
seems to be some question as to the successful working of this 
unit. When we tested out on completing this Job we opened the 
cleanout plugs in the boiler room, and pumped water through the 
line. Unfortunately when I was at the school in December the 
weather was too cold to chance turning steam into the line as there 
was then little enough pressure for the main building, hence I 
was unable to make a test at that time as regards the check valves 

y are lifting with the stream. 


The Residence and Main Building are installed according to 
the original layout, ccept that we relieved the airbound condition 
in the Residence. If Mr.Walker's recommendation of a separate 

supply to the Residence were carried out it would greatly facilitate 
the heating of this section.

his Recommendation for overcoming the deficiencies in the 
ating service as at present existing. I think you will find the 
Report self-explanatory. 


I saw Mr. Walker in Calgary after his return from Lytton, 
ad a further discussion with him on matters pertaining to 
} problems there. Mr. > gays the initial nistake 
r ea load on the school heating plant. His 
check-up convinced h that the boilers' neating capacity, under 
sub-zero conditions, s considerably overrated; this feature is 
referred to in his R rt. He states that in order to carry the 
reating of the Chapel and Utility Building the existing system 
4t would mean continuous heavy firing, which would entail extra 
help and an enormous fuel co isumption. 


After receiving Mr. Walker's Report, I mailed it to Messrs 
Mortimer & Crombie, Vancouver, who were the heating contractors that 
4nstalled the heating in the Chapel & Utility Building. I enclose 
Mr. Grombie's reply, from which you will see he is in full accord 
with Mr. Walker's findings and recommendation. 


Before carrying the steam heat to the Utility Building, Mr. 
Crombie called on the Vulcan Iron Works, Vancouver, and asked tneir 
opinion as to the boiler capacity of these boilers (made by them) 
to carry the contemplated load, and the manufacturers of the boilers 
assured Mr. Crombie that he could safely add the proposed additional 


radiation. It was on the strength of this assurance that we added 
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&. heating of part of the Utility Building to the existing plant. 


During the past winter Lytton has had unprecedented 2BR 
and Long-continuing low temperatures, which has given the severest 
kind of a test to the heating system of the school. Certainly it 
has revealed its defects. 


I think from the information submitted, the Department 
will have a very complete understanding of the conditions.pertaining 
to the heating at this institution. I have every confidence in 
submitting Mr.Walker's recommendations for the consideration of 
the Department, and fully believe, if carried out as outlined in 
his Report, st.George's School will enter the next and succeeding 
winters withample facilities for coping with the severest of weather. 


I would respectfully suggest that the necessary changes, 
if approved by the Department, be carried out in July, when the 
school will be unoccupied.

Come 
Plainte of this sort make it almost a hopeless case ao it 
is impossible for anything to happen to the camshaft unless 
he strips a gear, ani if such were thecase the engine would 
not rum at all. You enn, therefore, see that these complaints 
are fictitious, and until such time av something io done to 
curb the perpetrator of these reports, it will be impossible 
to get satisfaction or results, 


I eam at all times prepared to give you the best of 
service by way of a mechanic and parte, but when you get come 
plaints as outlined in thie letter it causes us to doubt 
whether genuine trouble existe or not. 

I would draw your attention to the last paragraph 
of Mr.Lett's letter, wherein he states that the repair bill 
has been high, but we pointed out in our previous report that 
many of the parte which he ordered were @till lying in the cupe 
board and had never been used.

Our new unit, replacing the amall one, would be a 74

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a larger one at this time or at a later date, I would vecommend 
supplying a larger battery of 120 Amp. Hour capacity.

I have had some correspondence with Mr.Day as 
to what the cost would be for placing in the Lytton School 
a 7-1/2 kew.engine in place of the 3 kew.one or possibly 
two 7-1/2 engines and having the present Lytton plant 
thoroughly re-conditioned for installation at the Cranbrook 
School where the present lighting plant is old and inadequate 
though some repairs will be made at an early date.

In accoer dance with the request contained 
in your letter of May 22nd., I visited the Lytton 
Indien Residential School and carried out an exam 
ination with reference to the operation of the 
lighting system, which had been reported to be out 
of order, and in this connestion would report to 
you as follows: 


DESCRIPTION OF L I 
Power is mipplied to the Lytton Indian 


Residential School for lighting purposes at 110 
volts D.C., and is obtained by means of @ Dec. 
generators having a capacity of 3 and 6 Kilowatts 
respectively. 

These generators require to be operated 
at 550 R.P.M., and are entirely automatic in their 
operation. 

Im the case of the 3 Kw. generator, it 
ie driven by a 6 H.P. gasoline engine, and the 6 
Kwe generator is operated by a 12 HeP. gasoline 
engine. 

The automatic features of the plant are 
that when the load is below 3 Kilowatts the 5 Kw. 
wait only operates; but when the load increases 
above 3 Kilowatts ond below 6 Kilowatts the 6 Kw.

REPORT OF DEFECTS IN PLANT 
The prinoipal of the Lytton Indian Resid- 


ential School at the time of my arrival stated that 
while the 3 Kw. unit gave satisfaction, the 6 Kwe 
unit was entirely unsatisfactory ani had never 
operated properly gince the time it was installed. 

He stated that while this unit would 
operate with a certain amount of satisfaction on a 
light load (mot above 30 amps.), when the full 
load (55 amps.) was placed on it, the speed of the 
gasoline engine was reduced so much that the load 
eoulé not be carried and the engine continually 
stalled. 

He also stated that the exhaust valves 
in this engine continually burnt out and required 
to be replaced, ami that the bearings were loose

CONDITION OF PLANT AT TIME OF INSPECTION

stated by the prinsi pal to be substantially 
correct, that is to say, while the engine would 
earry 4 light load, as soon as a load of 35 or 40 
amps. was placed upon it the speed of the engine 


was reduced from 550 R.P.M. (its rated speed) to 


as low as 360 RePeMes 
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as low as 360 RePeMe, and that 1f this load was in- 
ereased the engine stopped altogether. 

After repeated tests showed that this unit 
was not funetioning properly, the fly-wheel was re~ 
moved and the engine was partially 4 iemantled, when 
the following defects were found: 

The clearance between the tappet rods and 
the tappets on the exhaust valves was far too great. 

The spacing of the timing gears in front 
ef the engine, 1e@-, between the main shaft and the 
cam shaft, was wrong, due to the fact that either 
when the engine was assembled or at some other time 
an inexperienced mechanic had changed the idler 
gear without making sure that when the new one was 
put in the relation between the cam shaft gear and 
the main shaft was eorrect. The amount these goars 
were out was 3 teeth. 

The engine was then re-assembled and a 


test rum on same. It was now found that while the 


engine could be brought up to speed (550 ReP Me) 


on medium load, it failed to hold this speed at 
full load, and that no adjustment of the generator 
brushes or timing gear would remedy this conditions 
After a still further examination, it was 
found thet the gas parts on the earburetter sit- 
uated between the carburetter and the intake mani~ 
fold were far too small, that is to say that when 
the machine was running on & light lead the gas 
ports would be partly open and mfficient mixture 
would pass through into the cylinders to allow the 
engine to operate, but when full load cane on this 


engine, while the operation 
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engine, while the operation of the governor was 
satisfactory and the governor opened the ports to 
the full extent, these ports were too small to 
allow @ sufficient amount of mixture to pass into 
the oylinders to maintain the engine speed. 

I therefore instructed the operator to 
inerease the size of these ports by about 40%, 
which he aid by filing and cutting them larger. 

Upon re-assembling the carburetter with 
the ports enlarged, the operation of the plant 
was entirely satisfactory. The engine speed was 
easily raised to 600 R.P.M. and the engine oarr ied 
an over-load of 20% with no signs of faltering. 
(The rated capacity of this plant is 55 ampBe, and 
after adjustments were made the plant carried 65 
amps. for & long period with no sign of heating or 
failure). 

A few minor adjustments were then carried 
out, and the position of the brushes on the gener 
ator was corrected, owing to the fact that they had 
either slipped or had been moved by the operator in 
his previous endeavours to improve the condition of 
the plant. 

after this had been done the two plants 
were given tests as one unit, that is to say, the 
3 Kw. unit was operated alone; then the 6 Kw. unit 
was allowed to cut in and the 3 Kwe unit to drop 
out; then when the load inereased above the capac- 
ity of this unit the 3 Kw. unit was allowed to come 
in and assist the 6 Kw. unit. The result was that 
the plant carried the total load (8265 amps.) 


easily with no sign of the engine speed being re~ 


duced or any part of 
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@uced or any part of the machinery overheatinge 

This being the case, it would obviously 
appear that the whole trouble in the operation of 
this plant lay in the fact that the gas ports in 
the carburetter were too small, thereby preventing 
the engine getting msafficient fuel at high speed 
for heavy load. 


PRESENT GENZRAL CONDITION OF PLANT 

The general condition of the plant, see~ 
ing that it has been in operation for two years, 
even though this operation has not been entirely 
satisfactory, is good. 

There are certain features in its in- 
stallation which cannot be desoribed as being 
first-olass and should be altered. 

These are as follows: 

1) ‘There are too many sharp bends on the 
exhaust pipe between the engine and the mufflers. 

2) These mufflers are situated inside the 
engine room and are noisy, and are not, in my 
opinion, the best type for a plant of this #120. 
A concrete exhaust box situated below ground out- 
side, properly equipped with a drain ani outlet, 
would be far superior. 


3) The operation of the laundry machinery 


is carried out by the 12 Hele engine by means of 
a heavy belt driving the laundry operating shaft 
situated overhead and to one side. 

The operation of this belt places heavy 
side-pull on the main bearings of the engine, and 
as the engine requires to be operated at full 
speed when driving this machinery, it is only 


natural to expect the bearings to wear uwunequallye 


e driv: 
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(an engine driving a lighting plant én which & 
large institution is entirely dependent for light 
should not, in my opinion, be used for any other 
purpose. A separate engine should have been in- 
stalled to operate the laundry, or it should have 
been operated by steam). 

On days during which the 12 H.P. engine 
is weed to operate the laundry machinery, which 
wally runs for 8; hours continuously, the oper= 
atar reports that the 6 Kw. generator has a ten- 
dency to become overheated, whioh may possibly be 
oaused by an open ofirouit in one of the coils and 
which can no doubt be easily adjusted. 

It would, however, be advisable to in- 
stall a different type of coupling between the 
engine and the generator 80 that on days during 
which the engine is being used for operating the 
laundry machinery only, this coupling oan be dis- 
eonnected am the generator not operated. 

Under present coniitions, the engine 
being direct connected to the generator, whenever 
the engine is in operation the generator is in 
operation too, and when no lighting load is on, is 
delivering current to marge the batteries. 

Unless this carging of the batteries is 
closely watched, they can very easily become over= 
oharged and rapidly destroyede 

4) The battery set (52 cells), which is 
supplied to carry small loads and to start the 
engines, is entirely destroyed and must be rem 
placed immediately. 

When this battery is replaced, cells with 
larger containers should be installed so as to 


allow more liquid to 
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allow more liquid to surround the plates. 

The destruction of this pattery appears 
to have been caused chiefly through over-charging, 
probably due to the lack of experience of the pre- 
vious operators and the fact that the battery was 
not eut out of the oiroult while the laundry mach- 
inery was being operated. 


5) The 12 HePe. engine is slightly noisy in 


operation and shows eertain signs of wear, which 
ie only natural after two years use. The follow- 
ing parts should be shortly replaced: 

2 main bearings, 


wrist pins 
pistons and piston rings, 


Ptaxe nen ifold. 

The plent should also be given 4 general 
overhaul by experienced men wider the supervision 
of this office to ensure that it is properly 
carried out. 


cost 

The cost of the above repairs, together 
with the cost of overhauling the plant and chang> 
ing the exhaust piping es outlined in this report, 
would anount to approximately $395.00. (See 
Appendix A) 

This amount does not include the cost of 


a new battery set. 


REMARKS 

If the above repairs are earried out, 
there is, in wy opinion, no reason why the plant 
should not operate with entire satisfaction, with 
the exception that if the 12 H.P. engine is still 


to be used for operating the laundry as well as 


for su light 
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for mupplying light, the department must be prem 
pared to expend a certain smount on its mainten- 
ance each years 

The present operator appears to be a 
good man and has wndoubtedly done his very best 
to operate this plant satisfactorily, and it was 
only due to the fact that the cause of the trouble 
was most unusual and very difficult to locate that 
he was wnable to do 50+ 

These plants should, in my opinion, be 
examined regularly by an engineer from this office, 
and if necessary overhauled and repaired semi- 
annually, and the cost of this examination and 
overhaul would undoubtedly be more than saved in 
the trouble and expense which would be prevented 
thereby, for the reason that the operator, in 
addition to looking after the lighting plant, is 
not an expert and has a great many other duties 
to perform arowmd the school; and it is not 
likely that any operator will start in and over- 
haul a plant or do much work on it until such time 
as it begins to show that it is not functioning 
properly, when it is generally too late. 

In the present case, it is well to point 
out that several spare parts had been ordered and 
purchased by the previous operator, for which I 
waderstand the department paid, which were not 


necessary and in addition have never been used or 


where used have been 
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where used have been installed incorrectly.

I enclose herewith a report received from 
Mr. Webb regarding an inspection of the electric 
lighting plant at the Lytton industrial school. 
It appears that this plant has been giving consider- 
able trouble and the inspection was made at Mr. 
Ditchburn's request. 


The report shows that the main trouble 
in the operation of the plant lay in the fact that 
the gas ports in the carburetter were too small and 
this has been corrected. Several other alterations 
are suggested at a cost which is estimated at $595. 
and I beg to recommend that these receive favourable 
consideration. 


Mr. Webb states that should it be 
considered desirable, he will be glad to have this 
plant examined periodically and to report necessary 
improvements or repairs.

I enclose herewith a copy of a letter which I found 
awaiting me on my return from the East, in which Rev. Mr. Lett 
refers to the proposed changes in their heating services, and 
which he is desirous of having done during the school vacation 
period. 

You already have in your file the Report fromMr. Alex. 
Walker, and his recommendations for overcoming the heating 
difficulties. The total cost of the proposed changes, including 
the placing of a separate boiler in the basement of the Utility 
Building in a deepened boiler room, and the connections to the 
heating syxskmem mains of the Chapel, and the building of a separate 
chimney from the proposed new boiler room, and the carrying of a 
separate main from the boiler room of the school to the residence, 
would probably run close to $3000.00. 


In a brief discussion of the subject, Dr. Scott seemed 
sympathetic towards the project, but was not sure that the money 
could be found at present. The matter was, therefore, left over 
until your return to Ottawa. 


If it be found financially possible to carry out this work 
I would respectfully suggest that it be authorized as soon as 
possible, and if so desired, I should be pleased to make a trip 
to Lytton and make the necessary arrangements for carrying out 
Mr. Walker's recommendations. Mr. Crombie would be the logical 
man to install the additional heating service, and as much as 
possible of the existing lines to the Chapel and Utility Building 
should be salvaged and used again.

Dear Mr. Orr: 


Perhaps I am foolish for worrying myself unduly and 
in taking my duties so seriously, put I'm afraid I'm built that 
.way, and cannot help it. Now after this little preamble I 
shall disclose the purpose of this letter, and let you know 
wnat is on my mind. 


The beautiful Chapel which the Department provided 
for the new school at Lytton has to be abandoned during the 
winter months because of the Anadequacy of the central heating 
plant to handle the addea load. ve built on a false premise 
waen we assumed that the existing boilers could heat this 
building too at times of low temperatures. Theoretically they 
might do it, but la st winter told a different tale. On the 
authority of the D sartment, Mr. Walker (Dunham's Alberta 
Engineer) made 4 Report on the conditions as he found the! 
and indicated what should be done to provide suiiicient h at 
for the Chapel, Utility Building anda Prineipal's Residence. You 
have Mr. Walker's Report recommendations on file, anda are 
fully conversant witt the existing conditions, so I need not 
iwell on them. 


The Rev. Mr. Lett wrote to me recently expressing his 
anxiety that the heating troubles be remedied before the coming 
winter. hen in Ottawa I mentioned the matter to Dr. Scott, and 
he s sympathetic towards providing relief, but seemed in 
some doubt as to whether the money could be found. You were 
absent from the Capital at the time, and the matter was not 
discussed at any great length in your absence. I also mentioned 
the subject to you in Toronto, and 4f I remember rightly, you 
said you would see what could be done about it later. 


I recognize, of course, tnat there y be no money 
available at present for this work, ana that of sheer necessity 
4t may have to be postponed. My immediate object in bringing 


the matter to your attention just now is to that if there 
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any chance of providing the go00a people at Lytton with 
he relief they desire, I shall be only too glad to 
ooperate. lire Crombie, of Vancouver, who put in the 
radiation and hook-up last summer, is the logical man to do 
the work, and he 1s conscientious and efficient, and is in 
full accord with Mr. Walker's recom endations. 
I know you are exceptionally busy this summer, and 


ernaps I should ask your paraon for intruding this problem 
on your already overburdened mind, but I simply had to 
write this letter to ease my own conscience!

Mr. Orr recommends that an improvement 
be made in the heating system at the St. George's 
Indian Residential School, so that the chapel can 
be successfully heated. The cost will be nearly 
$3,000. At the present time, there is over $1,700 
in the New England Company account for this 
institution and this will be doubled in a few days, 
when the September quarter grant is received from 
England. I have examined Mr. Lett's recent reports 
and I believe that he will not require any special 
help for current expenses for the time being. The 
New England Company grant could therefore be used 
for the heating improvement and I beg to recommend 
your approval to the proposal.

According to instructions given by the Boiler 
Inspector, and to live up to the Compensation Board's 
regulations, this ash hoist has to be built anyway, and 
would cost approximately $314.50, as per letter from 
Mr.H.W.Stewart, which was returned, 


The Rev, Principal, though, suggested that this 
be built out of lumber and that it be extended up an 
extra six feet, and the cost of this would be trivial 
as the roof would have to be built over it anyway, an 
thus make a moving picture projection room out of it, 
by lining this extra height with gyproc (a fireproof 
material), It would do no harm built of lumber, as it 
4s on the back of the building and could be painted red 
and would never be noticed. 


The Rev. Principal, Mr. Lett, objects to using 
the New England funds for this’ purpobe, as this ash 
hoist has to be put in to comply with the Compensation 
Board's regulations, and should have been built with the 
building when it was erected,

Dear Mr. Graham, 

As it is drawing near to the Winter 
months and the Department has done nothing regarding the 
changing of the heating system in the two wings, the Res- 
idence and the Chapel, and if we are to get through the 
Winter without this, some changes are very necessary in 
order to save fuel consumption and unnecessary freezing 
of radiators ani pipes in the Chapel. Resulting from last 
year's freeze up we have some breakages to take care of 
now. This freeze up could not have been avoited as there 
was no valve in the steam pipe running to the Chapel, hence 
the necessary repairs that now demmnd our attention. This 
valve would close off the line so that there would be no 
further fear of a freeze up a8 we could then cut off the 
Chepel and have no further bother. 

Personally, I am trying not to think 
of the possibilty of having, seain this Winter, to use the 
Auditorium for my Services and having no heat in the Resid- 
ence. 

Last year the consumption of fuel was 
rather greatand unnecessary expense could be saved if the 
heating system were changed. 

If the Department could see fit to make 
this alteration I should be glad, otherwise I must ask for 
the installation of a valve which is very necessary in order 
to prevent further damage being done through frost. 

Please take this matter to the Department 
and kindly urge them to make the necessary alteration,if it 
is possible, or to allow the valve to be put in ant make the 
repairs necessary to the Chapel radiators and pipe lining.

e 168 children in the school at the 
time of my visit. f school was clean and tidy. On 
visiting the kitchefis, I found that the sunper consisted of 
corn, bread, and butter and cocoa with rice pudding. The 
senior boys were getting meat and potatoes additional, and 
the senior girls apple pie. A small refrigerator of about 
10 cubic feet capacity is wanted in the kitchen. Tire drill 
is being well carried out. TI pointed out that the fresh 
refills should be put into the fire extinguishers, and that 
they should be tagged. I also requested that these 
extinguishers should be placed upon brackets, so that they 
do not get moved about, and always remain in the same place. 
The plaster walls seem to be giving way and deteriorating, 
badly, apparently being plastered upon too flexible wire. 
The paint, too, must have been poor as it is pealing and 
flaking off all the pipes. The root crops were being stored 
in the barns when I was there. The barns need painting 
again. There were 22 milk cows being milked at the time of 
my visit, but there is still some bother and loss with 
abortion amongst the herd. I also inspected the manual 
training quarters of nine dual benches. The principal 
wished he could get a lathe installed.

Mr. Barry, Inspector of Schools for the Province of 
British Columbia, in a report on his inspection in November, 
last, on the St. George's Indian Residential School, states 
as follows regarding the sanitary conditions: "The main 
drain pipe from the sinks and which runs under the kitchen 
floor often blocks. This causes serious trouble. The 
Principal requests permission to open up the floor of the 
the corridor just outeide the kitchen and place an inspection 
trap in the opening thus made, and states that the work can 
be carried out at the school without expense to the Depart- 
ment. This will make future flooding of the kitchen floor 
impossible." 


Im this connection I have to say that the Department 
will approve of the Principal arranging to open up the drain 
and install the inepection trap. We understand that he has 
plans of the drainage, which he should consult before starting 
the work. The Department would pay the cost of the trap and 
materials used, but it is expected that the work will be carried 
out by the school without charge. 


The Inspector also draws attention to the condition 
of the plaster on the walls in the boys' and girls' washrooms 
on the basement floor. He recommends that zine lining be 
placed in three of the boys' shower bathe and jn one of the 
girls’ shower baths. You should see that the work is satis- 
factorily performed, and at the least possible expense, and 
you may forward a voucher, in duplicate, covering the cost of 
the material. It is thought that the labour could be performed 
by the school staff without charge. 


The Inspector further recommends that linoleum be 
supplied for the kitchen floor and also a cream separator. 
In this connection I have to say that the Department will 
have no funds to provide the linoleum, and it is considered, 
with regard to the cream separator, that the school authorities 
should provide the expenditure required in the purchase of a 
ne eparator from per capita earnings or other receipts.

Find herewith enclosed bill of expenditure on clean- 
ing and repair of main ditch. This is getting more burden- 
gome as the years go by. It amounts this year, as bill 
denotes, to the amount of $426.30. This is a rather heavy 
item on the School as an overhead on irrigation, and in 
submitting the accounts to you, I wish you would take the 
matter up with the Department, with the view of having the 
Department bear this expenditure for us. 


In regard to the ditch, on the whole it is evident 
that new fluming will have to be put ine We are not at aj} 
assured of continued irrigation for this year, as the pres- 
ent flume is rotting, and will not in repair hold nails and 
in many places is completely falling apart. It was necessary 
this year to replace some fifteen boxes, and it will be nec- 
essary, I feel, before another irrigation season that the 
whole ditch be put in good condition. I am submitting this 
to you in the early part of this season so that the Department 
will be able to make provision for this expenditure in the 
coming Autumn or before irrigation begins next Spring. 
If anything is done the ditch should be enlarged as well as a 
new flume built, so that more water could be handled during 
the season of Freshet, which would give us assurance of at 
least one crop of hay on a much greater acreage, and would 
benefit the Indians to a larger degree as well. 


I trust you will take the matter up with the Department 
at once.

In regard to this I would like to recommend 
that this matter be given favorable consideration, os 
it is most essential that the flume and ditch referred 
to be kept up owing the the mmber of Indians using 
it ag well as the School, it being the only water they 
have to irrigate their farms which would completely 
dry up without it. 


Mr.Lett has also enclosed a unitemized account 
showing what the cleaning, building flume and lumber 
would cost.

Dear Mr. Strang:- 


I have been thinking very strongly of trying to put in 
@ small canning plant for the School, and this year the 
local canning plant is not going to operate. Hence we have 
some tomatoes on our hands (small acreage), but it would be 
very nice if we could put a few tons of these up for winter 
consumption. I have made enquiries regarding the possible 
cost of this plant, such as we would need, and it would cost 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of $225.00. This would give 
us a capacity of about two hundred pounds per cooking, and 
would be quite an asset to the food supply for the winter. 


Besides the tomatoes, we have planted quite a crop of 
pumpkins, and also have this year, a goodly crop of harvest 
apples, and in the Autumn prune plums which could all be 
taken care of by this plant. I have been making enquiries, 
and understand that Principal Raley of Coqualeetza has, for 
gome years, had a small canning plant which has given him 
every satisfaction. I also enquired of Mr- P. Moore, super- 
intendent of Colony Provincial Farm, who says that it is 
one of the best expenditures he has ever made, and cans up 
to one hundred and fifty tons over the Provincial Asylum. 


A supply of cans, which would take care of about ten 
tons of canning produce, would cost around $100.00. The 
game cans could be used three years in succession. ‘his 
would be an extra cost, making total of $525.00 for the 
Plant and cans. Mr- Commissioner Ditchburn and Inspector 
Barry have both recommended this installation to the 
Department, but I have wondered if this expenditure could 
not be made out of the New England Company's grant to the

As the Spring is here, and necessary sepairs 
must be made te irrigation systems, we find that 
some of our flume has again gone to pieces. It 
has been our object wherever the flume has been 
decayed to renew with a more permanent line, and 
have been using 6" low pressure wood pipe, which 
according to quotations just received, is worth 
39¢¢ f-o.b. here, and as we are in need of approx- 
imately 1000 ft. of this pipe, it would mean an 
expenditure of roughly $400.00, which the School 
cannot readily spend. Will it be possible, there- 
fere, for the Department to let us have this pipe, 
presumably out of the New England Company's Grant, 
as it would help out considerably in maintaining 
and repairing our irrigation system , and also 
would help@= to conserve water which is so nec~ 
essary in the irrigated districts.

There are nine Singer Sewing machines 
in use at present on the Girls' Side, and I would strongly 
recommend that the Principal's request for THREL TAILOR 
Machines (Singer) be approved and charged to the B. C.

At your request and in co-operation with my own 
correspondence with you, and through you to the 
Department, I have been over the ditch and find that 
all of the flume (excepting for that which was put 
in by the School last Spring--1932--costing approxim- 
ately $800) is in need of replacing. There is about 
one mile of flume on the ditch, and it has now rotted 
to that extent that it cannot be touched at all, and 
wherever it springs a leak new boxes have got to be 
put in -- hence the yearly expense of up-keep is be- 
coming larger and larger. We have, during the last 
two Springs, spent over $1#00 in lumber and costs of 
repairs I would suggest that the Department buy enough 
lumber and have same put on the ground so that parts of 
the flume could be replaced at our own time. ‘the cost 
of this lumber woulda be approximately $2000. Enclosed 
time sheets together with a lumber account which expense 
was incurred this Spring will leave $300 of the #600 
grant just allowed, to buy some lumber, and would suggest 
that this be spent at once, in order that the lumber may 
be on the ground in case of an emergency, as we do not 
know when we may have a break. At any time you wish a 
list of lumber in detail, 1 shall be glad to give it to 
you, but for purposes of quotation we shall need 

114,796 feet of lumber to replace the flume.

Also, is the 
Department to understand that the rate paid, viz., 30 cents 
per hour, is a reduction of 10 per cent. in the amount paid 
for similar type of labour in 1931? If not, it would be 
necessary to deduct 10% from the amount paid. Please give 
the matter of these labour returns your attention ond return 
same in proper form for payment, with full information given, 
as requested. Please state, also, if these returns cover 
the total amount of the labour employed in carrying out the 
repairs. 


I have also the communication which you forwarded 
from the Principal, requesting that a quantity of lumber be 
supplied to make repairs as required to the flume of the 
ditch, to a cost of approximately $2,000. In this connection 
I have to say that no funds, except the sum of $600 suthor- 

"7 ized in official letter of April 29th, last, can be provided 
“ sto cerry out any further repairs to the flume of the ditch 
“ this year. I note that you have on order 18,000 ft. of flume 
lumber, which will be a charge against the amount authorized 
by E. R. No. 338. You should forward an itemized account, 
in triplicete, properly certified, covering the cost of thie 
material.

the pipe line which supplies the barn with 

water has again broken out very badly -- in fact, 
there are five leaks. I approached the Department 
some time ago for renewal of this pipe line, and 
was then refused. I have since that time been 
able to earry through, but find that directly we 
patch one place, another breaks out, and the line 
will have to be taken right out and reconstructed. 


Last Spring 1 was able to purchase some 
400* ef 2" iron pipe and 300° of 1$" iren pipe, 
which could be used to replace the present wooden 
pipe line, but it is not enough te go through to 
the tank, which amount of pipe would carry us about 
half ways between the barn and the tank. i would 
like therefore, if possible, the Department to 
allow us a Grant of $100.00 with which to buy pipe 
and an extra $100 (cost of installation) making 
$200.00 in all expended on this work. 


i should be able to purchase some second-hand 
pipe in Vancouver which would do this work very 
nicely, and would be a permanent job. Sindly 
take this up with the Department at your earliest.

We have also a leak in our hot water jacket, 
which is the third jacket that has been put in 
since we moved into the new school. Quotations 
for this are to hand from the Crane Manufacturing 
Company, and renewal will cost 990000. I would 
be glad also, if the Department could see their 
way clear to handle this for us-

In this connection I beg to state that I have 
inspected the above mentioned building and found, 
as Mr. Lett states, that the east side of the 
building has settled,cnushg a distincé list in 
the chimney. 


This is evidently caused by the seepage of 
water through a héle in the floor of the béiles 
pit on that side of the building. To prevent 
further settling of the building, I would suggest 
that the water be piped from the pit to the west 
side of the building where it is lower. This would 
mean tunnelling under the floor in order to reach 
the pit on the east side,

Having reference to your letter of the 2nd instant 
with regard to the water jacket which takes care of 
the domestic hot-water supply, 1 have taken this 
matter up with Mr. Arnall, our Engineer, and he states 
that he cannot do any more than was suggested in his 
report of the 8th January, 1935. in this report, 
paragraph 5, it was stated the holes should be drilled 
and tapped to allow the removal of scale in the 
restricted passages. He noted that you had a flush 
Walve installed, but Mr. Arnall states that this would 
ng® help much as the scale deposited is quite hard 
and Would not wash out. ‘the hard scale is what is 
causipe the heaters to crack and they will continue 
to do so under present conditions, 

ae» 

In his report, Mr. Arnall also stated that a 2-inch 
continuous brass coil encased in a brick-lined metal 
Casing would give much better satisfaction. 


I requested Mr. Amall to give me a sketch of what 
would be required to eliminate this trouble and he 
suggests that a brick encased brass coil heater be 
built according to the enclosed sketch. The 
approximate cost of this would be two Hundred and 
twenty Vollars (¥220.00). 


Mr, Arnall states that if this is installed and proper 
precautions taken to clean it out at regular intervals 
there should be no further trouble.

shows that there are already four classrooms. We under- 
stand, of course, that the number in the primary room is 
too large, due to the condition mentioned in your letter. 
The Inspector's report shows, however, that he recommended 
promoting some of the children from the primary room to the 
next classroom, and this will relieve the congestion in 

the former room to a certain extent.

I am enclosing copy of a letter received from 
the representative of the Martin Senour Faint Works. These 
people had their representative come to the school in June 
last to look over the needs in painting and quote on the paint 
necessary, according to this man, to ao the jobe ‘They have 
now pointed out that it has taken twice the amount of paint 
expected to ao the outside work, and are asking that they be 
considered. 


In this regard I might say that unless the 
Department feels they should be, wholly or to a degree, recog- 
nized, this company will ve entirely at a loss for this amount. 
In other words, the Department need not make any further payments. 
The company entirely admit that they under estimated the conditions 
of the buildings. I might also say that I was very careful to 
point out, to the men who came here from the paint company in 
Vancouver, the condition of the buildings, and asked them to exam- 
ine them carefully so that they would be in a position to supply 
the paint without further payments being asked for as the Depart- 
ment had given me a grant and they would expect me to keep within 
these figures. 


I trust this will be satisfactory explanation re- 
garding the present relation of the school to this company. This 
quotation was to supply sufficient paint to do the painting both 
inside and outside. The company, in supplying sufficient paint 
have not fallen down on the fullfilment of the contract. it will 
be entirely in your hands to allow part or whole of this extra 
cost of paint over and above what they originally thought should 
do the work.

HIS INSPECTION OF THE ST. GEORGE'S INDIAN RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL - (Date of inspection February 27-28th, 1936). 


Original on No, 165-0-6. 


! The Matron asked me to recommend that two new Singer 
TAILOR machines be given to the school as they are so badly 
needed for this vocational training. I would recommend 
that consideration be given to this request, which I believe 
to be a reasonable one in view of the fact that so much 
construction work 1s done at St. George's School. Much 
money is saved by the making of the girls' dresses and 
other clothes in place of buying them, end the training 
given of necessity to the girls is of the greatest value. 


x x x x x x x 


I wish to draw the attention of the Department to the 
fact that at night although the ordinary doors of the 
dormitories are locked the doors leading to the fire 
escapes are not locked or protected with seals or in any 
way. It is claimed that on one occasion about a year and 
a half ago boys got into the girls' dormitory. I also 
understand thet the Indians complain that their girls are 
left without protection in this way. 


I would strongly recommend that LIGHT WEIGHT HASPS with 
SMALL PADLOCKS be fixed to all doors leading to fire 
escapes on the girls! side of the school and on the boys! 
side also. If this 1s considered a dangerous practice it 
would be made verfectly safe if fire axes be kept in glass 
fronted boxes beside each door and also spare keys to the

Mr. Phelan made suggestion to the Principal that electric 
betls be connected to the Supervisor's rooms, but the Principal

If this is considered a dangerous 
practice it would be made perfectly safe if fire axes 
be kept in glass fronted boxes beside each door end also 
spare keys to the little padlocks kept in glass fronted 
boxes near the fire axes. 


"Mr. Phelan made suggestion to the Principal 
that electric bells be connected to the Supervisor's 
rooms, but the principal does not like the idea. I believe 
the provision of light locks on the doors would do two 
things, take away one of the Indians’ objection to sending 
the children to this school, and prevent the boye leaving 
the school at night by means of the fire escapes." 


The Department does not consider it advisable to 
carry out Inspector Barry's suggestion. We favour the instal- 
lation of an electric bell to connect with the supervisor's 
room, and, on the occasion of your next visit to the school, 
you should take up this matter with the Principal and have him 
arrange for the installation. While the dormitories are 
occupied, the doors should not be locked. The installation 
of the electric bell would warn the supervisor, in the event 
of any chiid trying to leave the dormitory during the night.

Rev. Mr. Lett, Principal of the school, is obtaining a 
couple of drums of oil to see if the immediate vicinity of the 
school can be oiled so as to abate this dust nuisance. He 

lso took me down to see the new hot water boiler in the 
boiler room. This school has had to install e number of 
these boilers since it was built. Apparently, the trouble 
cause by the presence of calcium carbonate and calcium 
sulphate which, when heated, causes scale in the pipes. As 

I have seen advertised in English papers some remedy for this, 
I am going to let the Principal have some information at a 
later date. I am afraid the installation of this boiler is 
going to cost more money than was originally expected. It 
seems that Rev. Mr. Lett obtained an estimate from Mr. Dawson 
of the Public orks Department, which submitted to the 
Department, for $220.00. Unfortunately, Mr. Dawson had not 
estimated in this certain brick and other work that had to be 
done, and apparently, the final cost will be around $360.00. 
I don't think this could be avoided. 


I am afraid that the school is going to be very hard up 
for water for irrigation purposes this year, as apparently, 
some of the white users opened the gates to Botanie Lake where 
there is storage. There seems to be some mix-up, too, 
regarding the closing of these gates early in the fall for 
storage purposes, and the Dominion Water Rights Engineers, 

I understan@, thought that it was not safe to keep the 

storage fairly full throughout the winter, owing to a possible 
early and excessive run-off, in the spring. However, this 
year, there was very little snow on the watershed, and the 
consequence is that the storage naturally. did not have a 
chance to fill up, as it might have done if the gates had been 
kept closed earlier and the lake gone into the winter with 
some storage from last year. I am not absolutely clear in 
this matter, but the next time | see Mr. Webb, I will make 
enquiries.

J. Arnall, Boiler Inspector of the Public Works Dept-, and 
after consultation with him, acting upon his advice, 1 have asked 
for quotations from the companies who have been visiting the school

The Sumner lron Works are, i notice, slightly 
higher than Kolelectric,and Mabury Engineering Works is very much 
lower which denotes inferior quality or workmanship and 1 am inclined, 
therefore, to eliminate their quotation asking for the consideration 
of the Sumner Iron Works, reasons being that the Vancouver island 
Coals Ltd., who have been responsible for considerably lowering our 
cost of heating, recommends these people as very reliable and will 
install into it the best of workmanship and material, they also have 
@ service-man on the road- 


It is a well-known fact that no matter how careful 
the resident engineer may be it is humanly impossible for him to keep 
an even temperature throughout the building and we find that the 
northwest end is very hard to heat entirely, and 1 find in doing so 
that the remainder of the building is heated to excess» Thermostats 
in this part of the building would govern the distributed heat and

You have, 1 presume,a copy of ur. Arnall's 
report and can see for yourself that he strongly recommends 
this change and, personally, 1 feel that the school would be 
very grateful for this benefit and would do all i could to 
facilitate such installations in taking care of men and hauling 
of material. 


{i trust you will not feel that 1 have stepped 
too fast in asking for and forwarding these quotations. i feel, 
that if the Department should see fit to make this expenditure 
or allow the school to take care of the same out of coal 
purchase savings, it would be a very worth while consideration.

I do not like the way in which the girls' 
dormitories are open to invasion from the fire escapes. 
This matter has been mentioned in a previous report. 

A suggestion was made by Mr. Phelan that Bells should be 
fixed up, but the Principal did not agree. 


I have guggeeted to the Principal that the Mammal 
Training Class fix LIGHT hasps on the doors of the dormitories 
qpen*s to fire escapes, and that these hasps be locked with 

RY LL padlocks about the size of a 25¢ piece. Further 
that the spare keys for these locks be kept in glass fronted 
boxes at the sides of the doors, and proper fire axes be also 
kept in glass fronted boxes near the doors. 


The Principal thoroughly agrees with me that this 
would solve the difficulty. It will be remembered that the 
proper protection of the girls was one of the points brought 
up by Indians when they refused to send their children here, 
They claim that there is no proper pees protection 
of the girls in their dormitories. e above suggestion 
will solve the difficulty without increasing the danger in 
case of a fire, I would ask the Department to write the 
Principal with regard to this matter, 
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Ottawa, November 18, 1936. 


Rev. Sir: 


The Department understands from Mr. 
Inspector Barry's report that no steps have yet been 
taken to prevent anyone entering the girls' dormitories 
from the fire escapes. Mr. Barry also states that 
at the time of his visit it was suggested that light 
hasps be placed on the doors and these hasps locked 
with small padlooks. The Department is not prepared 
to approve this suggestion. 


Please arrange to have each door leading 
from the girls' dormitories to a fire escape attached 
by wire to an eleotric bell. It should be arranged 
that this bell will ring in the supervisor's room in 
the event of anyone opening the door to the fire 
escape. This is considered the best method of 
preventing anyone from entering the dormitories, and, 
at the same time, leaves the doors unlooked so that 
they may be immediately opened in the event of fire.

I have received your 165-0-5 of the 29th ultimo, 
in which you refer to instructions already issued by the 
Department with respect to examination of the heating plant 
at St. George’s Indian Residential School, Lytton. Arrange~ 
ments have been made with the Boiler Inspector to examine the 
heating plant of this School on August 2nd and submit a report. 


With reference to an inspection of the present 
accommodation ,in order to ascertain if certain changes can 
be made to permit dressing rooms being provided adjacent to 
the dormitories, I may say that I was not satisfied, when I 
visited the School in January last, that the existing arrange- 
ments, whereby the children have to undress downstairs in 
poorly heated rooms adjacent to the bathrooms and walk back 
upstairs after having their bath, were in the best interests 
of the health of the children, and I so advised Dr. McQuarrie. 
My own opinion is that the bathrooms should be on the same 
floor as the dormitories; at the present time they are located 
in the basement adjoining peorly heated dressing rooms with 
cement floors. 


I will arrange to visit St. George's School at an 


early date and will submit a report covering my investiga- 
tions as requested.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I beg to refer to your 165-0-5 of the 25th of 
April and June 29th regarding the heating plant of St. 
George's Indian Residential School, Lytton. 


An examination of the heating system at this school 
was recently made by Mr. T.J. Arnall, Engineer of the Federal 
Department of Public Works and, his report with recommendations 
are forwarded herewith. Mr. Arnall made his examination of the 
heating plant during the month of August when the system was 
inactive but he has inspected similar plants when in operation 
so that with his knowledge of such units, together with the 
information supplied by Principal Lett, the engineer in charge 
and the Agent, it is considered Mr. Arnall would be ina 
position to make the recommendations embodied in his report. 


Briefly, Mr. Arnall recommends as follows:- 


The installation of Underfeed Automatic Stokers @® 
to fuel the two boilers of the main plant. 


The removal of the boiler heating the manual training 
department and Chapel to the main building and its 
addition to the main heating system as an auxiliary 
and emergency unit. 


The heating of the manual training department and 
Chapel by separate wood burning hot air furnaces. 


(4) The installation of automatic air valves on 8 or 10 
radiators. 


These recommendations merit consideration and, I am 
inclined from my own personal investigation of the situation 
at the school, to agree that the suggested changes would go @ 
long way to increase the efficiency of the heating unit to 
what is necessary for St. George's school. 


Automatic Underfeed Stokers have been installed at 
Coqualeetza Indian Residential School and have greatly improved 
the heating situation for that school. Stokers have also been 
installed in a number of the Federal public buildings in this 
province and, I understand, have been found highly satisfactory. 


An estimate of the cost of the stokers, hot air 
furnaces, automatic air valves, removal of boiler and installa- 
tions, is placed at three thousand (3000) dollars. Mr. Arnall 
assures me that this work can be undertaken within the next 
four or five weeks without interfering to any important extent 
with the conduct of the school or endangering the welfare of 
@be pupils and staff.

Major MacKay, the Indian Vommissioner, asked me to 
make a special report on the heating conditions of 
the above school during my last inspection. 1 now 
beg to submit the following report. 


from what I can find out, there has been trouble with 

the heating ever since the school has been built. Several 
changes have been made from time to time so that it is 
very hard to arrive at a decision without making a proper 
investigation when the plant is operating under its full 
load condition, At present i can only give you hearsay 
evidence, and form an opinion on that. 


First, there is no doubt that the two boilers are not 

large enough to properly heat the school during very cold 
weather. I was informed that after the school was built, 

a new Chapel building was constructed, and was supposed 

to have been heated from the main plant. When this was 
found impossible to do, an engineer from an eastern firm 
was called in and he stated that the two boilers were not 
large enough to heat the school, much less the Chapel. He 
recommended that a new boiler be purchased and installed in 
another building, now used for a manual training school, 
and the new mains leading from the old plant cut. This was 
done, and now neither plant is giving satisfaction, and be- 
ing so far apart makes the operation quite a difficult mat- 
ter for one engineer to operate. 


Another change was made in the heating of the Residency. 

This part was always cold, and I was told that a new steam 
main was taken from the boiler to lead direct to it. This 
gave satisfaction, but upon following it up I found that the 
new branch was taken from the steam main in the wing of the 
school nearest the Residency. There was also an air climator 
installed close to where the branch was taken off. Naturally 
seeing that this branch vould be the one offering the least 
resistance, most of the steam would travel towards it, and 
the other wing, not having an air climator, would not get 
much steam until the pressure in the boilers was great 

enough to overcome the air pressure in the mains and force it 
out at the traps. This required steam pressure is very hard 
to obtain during cold weather, and the boilers hand fired as 
they are at present. This condition can be considerably re- 
lieved if Automatic air valves are installed on the radiators 
on the end of the runs. I would say from 8 to 10 radiators 
would require valves. 


The above is the situation as near as I can give it. 
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Remedy:- The question has been suggested to instal 
Automatic Underfeed Stokers in the main plant. From 
my experience I would say that they would increase the 
efficiency of the boilers to such an extent that it 
would relieve the underheating of the buildings as well 
as reduce the fuel bill considerably. 


I would also like consideration to be given to the follow- 
ing suggestions, which, if carried out, would in my opinion 
remove the whole difficulty. That is, to take out the new 
boiler now used to heat the chapel and manual training and 
bring it up to the main boiler room and instal it on the 
same lines as the other boilers. This will give more steam 
capacity. Instal a wood-burning hot air furnace in the 
basement of the chapel and also One in the basement of the 
manual training school, as both of these buildings will re- 
quire intermittent heat. 


Then, with the two boilers equipped with stokers, and the 
new boiler hand-fired, this would give an additional boiler 
in case anything went wrong with the power line during 
severe weather, 


Instal automatic air valves on the above-mentioned radiators. 
This suggestion would also bring the whole heating plant of 
the school under one central point, The radiators now used 
in the chapel could then be used in various parts of the 
school where required,

Dear Sir:- 


In accordance with instructions contained in 
your 165-0-5 of June 29th, I examined the dormitories 
in the St. George's Indian Residential School to ascertain 
if certain changes could be made to permit of wash and bath- 
room accommodation being provided in the present dormitory 


space. 


I found that this could be done and, although 
such alterations would probably necessitate some read just- 
ment of the present sleeping arrangements, the Reverend 
Principal assured me that this could be done without much 
difficulty and would not mean that the bed cots would be 
crowded as other space, not being at present used for 
sleeping quarters, could be utilized for this purpose if 
necessary. 


Four dormitories would be involved in the pro- 
posed alterations; two on the first floor and two on the 
second floor. The estimated cost of the proposed alterations 
is approximately $3,000. The present arrangements are far 
from satisfactory and are probably to some considerable 
extent responsible for so much sickness at this School. 


The installation of wash and bathroom accommoda- 
tion in the dormitory space on the first and second floors 
of this School is recommended for favourable consideration 
and, if approved, should be carried out during the months 
of June and July, when the School is not in session. 


It may be that the New England Company would 
favourable consider a grant covering the cost of these 
improvements.

On January 18th, 1908, I made an inspection of the 
above plant and now beg to report as follows: 


Automatic Stokers: 


fo Model D "Iron Fireman" Automatic Underfeed Coal 
jtokers have been installed in a first class manner. 
They are operating very e2 iciently and siving @ 700d 
COo% and a very low slack heat loss. 


Hot Air Furnaces. 
There have been to siecl elded hot air furneces in- 
stalled, one in the Chape! and one in the Utility Building. 
The one in the Utility Buil ine is giving every satisfaction. 
The one in the Chapel, alti h heating the building very 
comfortably in zero weavicr, could be improved by either 
installing a small fan inte long run which discharees 

near the Chancel, or by icing the air flow from the out- 
let in the west end of the Nave. Yhese improvements can de 
done by the school staff ith very little expense. 


Mein Heating Plant. 


This plant is a low steam essure having « gravity wet 
return, which has a slow civrculs tion and is generally 
roubled with air pockets ich prevent the steam circula- 
tin freely in the radiators. 


The proper solution would be to install a Condensate Pump

Another method can be adopted to remove nost oi the air 
from the radiators, that is, to inst 111 a small air relief 
valve on the air locked radiato This I suggested in my 
previous report, and has been cone in some parts of the 
building where much bette: circulation has been obtained, 
but there will be l xr 16 more re ired to complete it. 
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I also found that the system was out of balance, that 
is, sone of the radiators were getting too much steam 
and others not enough. ‘his can be remedied by in- 
serting orifice discs in the stesm valves at the radia- 
tor, I explained to the Principal of the school and to 
the Engineer the method of making and installing these 
discs. I was informed whilst at the school, that con- 
ditions this season were at least 40% better than they 
were before, if my suggestions for the air valves and

The old boiler needs retubing to permit itscontinued use and 
if this is done it can serve usefully in this school either 
as a hot water boiler or steam boiler for sterilizing purposes 
and I would recommend that this be done. The work can be 
carried out by the school engineer. 


All prices quoted above are f.o.b. Lytton. Installation 
costs are shown but it is contemplated at this time that the 
school engineer and staff will attend to this without cost. No 
request has been received from the school to date for new smoke- 
pipe from the boiler to the school flues and I have no information 
as to the length required, but such pipe will cost approximately 
32.60 per foot, f.o.b. Lytton, and I would request authority to 
purchase a reasonable amount to complete the installation. I 
would recommend that this equipment be supplied to the school and 
that I be advised as to purchase of same. I would point out that 
as steel prices are changing daily that it will be of advantage to 
proceed with the purchase without delay if the application is 
approved and that if it is not found possible to place the order 
almost immediately it will be necessary to allow for such 
fluctuations in price. 


With reference to your inquiry of the 23rd ultimo, I 
would advise that no previous application has been submitted to 
the Department by this office.

Dear Sir: 


Principal Lett has just reported that the return 
condensate pipe of the heating plant at St. George's Indian 
Residential School, Lytton, B.C., is leaking and requires 
replacement. As the present installation runs under the 
cement floor and partitions for the full length of the school, 
repair and replacement of existing installation would involve 
the removal and replacement of cement flooring. This could 
only be done at very considerable expense. In view of this 
it is suggested that further use of the present pipe be dis- 
continued and that a new exposed pipe line with condensate 
pump in boiler room be installed at an estimated cost of three 
hundred (300) dollars. In my opinion an exposed pipe line 
would certainly be much more desirable for a number of reasons 
than the replacement of the existing buried line. 


I would recommend the application for favorable 
consideration. 


As the cold weather has set in it is important that 


steps be taken immediately to deal with the matter, and I would 
appreciate your instructions at an early date.

Reverend Sir: 


On October 10, 1939, Indian Commissioner 
MacKay wrote to the Department as follows: 


“Principal Lett has just reported that the 
return condensate pipe of the heating plant at St. 
George's Indian Residential School, Lytton, B.C., is 
leaking and requires replacement. As the present instal- 
lation runs under the cement floor and partitions for 
the full length of the school, repair and replacement 
of existing installation would involve the removal and 
reviacement of cement flooring. ‘This could only be done 
at very considerable expense. In view of this it is 
suggested that further use of the present pipe be dis- 
continued and that a new exposed pipe line with con- 
densate pump in boiler room be installed at an estimated 
cost of three hundred (300) dollars. In my opinion an 
exposed pipe line would certainly be much more desirable 
for a number of reasons than the replacement of the 
existing buried line. 


"J would recommend the application for favorable 
consideration. 


"as the cold weather has set in it is important 
that steps be taken immediately to deal with the matter, 
and I would appreciate your instructions at an early date.” 


On October 14 arrangements were made to forward 
to you a cheque for $300.00 in order that the work recom- 
mended by Commissioner MacKay could be carried out.

I have to refer to your letter of September 16th 
forwarding information requested regarding the number and size 
of tubes required to replace a similar number of condemned 
tubes in Boiler No.44008 at St. George's Indian Residential 
School, Lytton. Our order to Vancouver Engineering Works for 
new tubes was based on the information given by Mr. TeJe 
Arnall. The Reverend Principal has now reported that the 
tubes supplied are too short and instead of 34 inch tubes 
36 inch tubes should have been provided. This Department is 
now confronted with the necessity of placing another order 
for tubes, as those supplied and which have to be paid for 
as the company will not accept their return, are unsuitable. 


It may be that these tubes might be used in other 
boilers in our schools in this province, and I should appreciate 
information on this point from Mr. Arnall and also an explanation 
as to how incorrect dimensions with respect to the tubes 
required came to be supplied by him.

Engineering Works and has been installed and inspected. 


The tubes for the old boiler were ordered in accordance 
with the dimensions supplied this office by Mr. Ted. Arnall, 
Boiler Inspector, Department of Public Works. When these tubes 
were received at Lytton they were found to be two inches too 
short and had to be replaced by tubes of correct dimensions. 

The Vancouver Engineering Works supplied the tubes according to 
the dimensions given by Mr. Arnall. 


A copy of my letter to Mr. Lett explaining the matter 
is attached as well as copies of an exchange of correspondence 
with Mir. C.F. Dawson, District Resident Architect, Victoria, on the 
sub ject, for your information. 


The first lot of tubes supplied were returned by Mr.

Mr. Stewart states that the question of dining 
room utensils is an urgent one. All utensils are apparently

instant the Department will forward to the Principal 
of the St. George's Residential School from New 
England Company funds, an amount of $176.60 to cover 
the cost of the new tables in the students’ dining 
room. 


The payment of the accounts owing at the 
time of the change in Principal at this school, 
plus the additional expemiitures which we have 
made since Mr. Hives went to the school, have 
practically exhausted the amount which was on 
hand as a result of contributions from the New 
England Company. Consequently it will not be 
possible to consider further payments from this 
trust fund for some time. 


There is another side to the matter which 
should be discussed frankly with Mr. Hives at the 
earliest possible opportunity. He himself has 
stated in a letter, and the Department feels that 
this is the case, namely, that it should be possible 
to finance the operations of the St. George's 
Residential School on the per capita grant and the 
receipts from the farm. We do not want Mr. Hives 
to reach the position where he feels he must look 
around for possible avenues of expenditure in order 
to use the amount provided by the New England Company. 
We wish to treat the payments from the New England 
Company as a trust fund which should be used 
sparingly and only when some necessity arises.

As you are aware, the Junior Classroom of our 
school has been carried on under the Chapel, and in the 
Jinter time, it is most unsatisfactory on account of the 
difficulty of heating. I tried to improve matters last 
Jinter by putting in an auxilliary heater, but it was not 
satisfactor owing to the difficulty of disvosine of the 
smoke, which generally all came back into the room, causing 
the children to do a great desl of unnecessary weeping. 


While the Commissioner was here last week ointed 
out the matter to him and also recommended that we should use 
vart of the Manual Training shop building. By moving a wall, 
which is a single board affair, about two feet into the Manual 
[raining shop room, we would have an excellent classroom. This 
would have to be properly finished off inside, but en 
finished, we should have a room, in every way superior to the 
yresent situation. 


I would then propose to re-establish the steam 


heating system w.ich is still in the Manual Training building, 
and which has not been used for some years. 


I am enclosing i of material, which would be 
required for this work as for sealing in the whole of 
the Manual Training shop, which has never been finished, and 
which is thereby a serious handicap in the proper conducting of 
the classes. 


Will you kindly place this matter before the 
Department, so that we may, if possible, have the work done 
before the beginning of next term. we car do all the work 
ourselves, and I assure you it will be a great inprovement in 
the present system.

The 
labour required will be done by the manual training in- 
structor and some of the older Indian boys who decided to 
accept the offer of employment at the school during the summer 
holidays. 


The Chapel basement has never been satisfactory 
as a classroom.

I beg to forward herewith an application 
from the Reverend ©. F. Hives for materials to carry 
out certain improvements in the main building of St. 
George's Indian Residential School, at a cost of 
approximately $93.00, plus freight from Vancouver to 
Lytton. 


The work proposed by the Principal is necessary 
if the building is to be properly maintained and I would 
recommend that the purchase of the necessary materials be 
approved. 


Although the Department has been called upon in 
the past two years to expend a considerable sum on St. 
George's, it has been almost entirely in connection with 
the payment of outstanding accounts incurred by the former 
principal and not on improvements to the School. 


The walls of the play-rooms are badly in need of 
repair and the painting required is necessary to prevent 
further deterioration and increased costs of maintenance. 


There is much evidence that the former Principal 
could not have been greatly interested in the maintenance 
and care of the School property, with the result that there 
is a great deal to do now, which would not be necessary if @ 
certain amount of repair work and improvements had been done 
each year. The need for repairs and improvements is much 
greater at Lytton than at any of our Residential Schools in 
B. C-, with the possible exception of Sechelt.

It is my unpleasant duty to repert to you 
a fire, which occurred yesterday, and which destroyed 
our pig house, along with twenty two pigse wost of which 
were ready for the butchere it is a big loss to us, 
and one which must be replaced as soon as possible. 


With the help of the enttre staff and the 
boys, we were able to save the barns, but we had great 
aifficulty in doing so, and we had to work very hard 
and constantly all afternoon until eveninge ‘here was 
a high wind blowing, as there generally is heres and the 
puning building was only about sixty feet from the barnse 
Had the wind turned a little, we could never have saved 
theme We seldom ever get any rain in this part of the 
country, and so the wooden structures are ready to 
explode into flame as soon as they come into contact 
with firee 

whe fire was no doubt caused by a spark from 
the feed cooker, located in the buildinge ‘his source 
of fire hazard should never have existed, but like a lot 
of other foolish ideas, which have been allowed to exist 
here, it was not adjusted in timee 


It is a very serious loss to use Especially 
the loss of the pigs, which were ready to help out in 
food and revenuee In many respects, the removal of the 
pbuilding is a good thinge For although it was a expensive 
one, it was much too near the main school buildings and 
was therefore a nuisance in respect to sanitation. its 
bred swarms of flies, and produced terrible odourse * 80

Dear Sirs 


While Dre Moore, of Ottawa, was here recently, the 
matter of our milk production and consumption was discussed. 
Quite freavently, when pupils are ill, and the doctor finds 
it difficult to diagnose, the milk is blamed; although our 
cows are well and carefully looked after, and our milk is 
carefully taken care of. Also the cows are tested for T.Be 
regularly. At one time a Vetinary Surgeon made a monthly 
visit from Vancouver to attend and inspect the cows, but 
really we cannot afford such an expenses and his services 
were discontinued. 


To do away with any uncertainty regarding the safety 
of using our milk supply, I would recommend that a 
pasteurization system be installede The cost of this 
installed would be not more than one thousend dollars, and 
would have a capacity of fifty gallons, which amount would 
be sufficient for this institution. If the cost of this 
had to be taken from the New England Company funds, I do not 
know of any better way of using i at the present time. 
Dre Moore assured me he would endope such a project, and 
would be willing for help to come from his Service if 
necessarye 


I would also refer to letter Noe InI-S from the 
Director, and relative to Special Grant of $10.00 per capita 
pupils for the year 1942. Our attendance for that year, 
according to the Audit Report was 1566 I would be very much 
obliged if this Special Grant could be available for us to 
use nowe I have sent for, and am expecting two car loads 
of coal immediately; and two more next month; so that our 
next Winter's supply will be on hand. This will entail a 
cost of over $1400.00 by the time it is in the coal binse

Sometime ago I received a letter from the Director 
saying that the Residential Schools would be receiving a 
Special per capita Grant of ten dollars for the year foaz. 
On applying for this grant, I was informed that Ste George's 
School, along with another were excepted, because they 
receive financial help from the New England Company. 


My reacon for applying for this Special per capita 
Grant at this time was to buy our su of fuel for next 
Wintere We are being urged to do this, and warned of the 
difficulties we may encounter if we are not prepared with our 
fuel situatione I am very anxious to secure our suvplye 


Fuel prices have advanced $5% during the past year 
along with pretty well everythingelse, including salaries 
and wagese But fuel is something we cannot do withoute 


A car load of coal cost approximately $375.00 by 
the time it is in our binse We require four car loads, and 
I would like to secure it as soon as possible. One car load 
arrived a few days ago, and I exrect another one shortly. 


Will you kindly state our case to Ottawa, and 
recommend that a cheque for the amount of $1500.00 be sent 
to us for the purpose of buying fuel for n Winters And 
that this amount be taken from the New England Company funds. 
If required, I will forward receipted accounts showing that 
the amount is actually used for the purpose of buying our 
fuel supply. 


Believe me, sir, I would not apply for this 
if I did not think it absolutely necessarye But in view of 
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the warnings we have received, and the serious situation 
of last Winter, £* makes it imperative that we secure our 
supply as soon as possiblee And also, in view of the 


advanced cost of living, I find it extremely difficult to 
meet our financial obligations on the per capita grant.

This creates a hazard, which has been poqnted 


out to me by electricians as a very serious onée e 
building is convenient to the boys' playground, and boys 
have a propensity for climbing on building, even though they 
are punished for doing so 4 dozen times in a daye This they 
do, and I am afraid they will one day play around with the 
transformer, and either be electrocuted or cause serious 


damage 


This hazard could be eliminated by pulling down 
the poorly built cannery» and erecting another in close 
proximity, but a safe distance from the transformere Mr 
Coleman, Inspector from the Vancouver office was here yesterdy 
and took a snap shot of the situatione 


To pull down and reconstruct this building would 
cost approximately two hundred dollarse We could do the work 
ourselves as part of the Manual training programme, but we 
should require extra materiale

I enclose herewith Mr. Indian Agent Strang's letter 
of the 29th instant together with that of the Reverend Principal 
Hives of St. George's Indian Residential School of the 24th instant 
and 17th ultimo requesting authority to expend $175.00 for the 
reconstruction of a small building mostly used in connection with 
the canning of fruit and vegetables. 


The present building was constructed so close to an 
electric light and power transformer that a part of the over- 
hanging eve of the low built roof of this building was cut around 
the transformer which is reported by Mr. Strang to be carrying 

a current of 2350 volts. The low end of the roof is about 


eight feet from the ground and with boy pupils playing around the 
pole, there is always danger that one of them might climb the 
roof and come in contact with the input wires of the transformer 
with fatal results. 


If the building is reconstructed, it would be moved 
awey from its present location and this hazard would be overcome. 
If funds can be provided for this purpose, I would recommend 
approval of the application but consider that in any case steps 
should be taken by the school to remove the present risk.

With respect to your inquiry of November 20 in 
connection with the above, I wish to inform you that Mr. 
Warren made an inspection of the irrigation works and 
interviewed the principal regarding the maintenance of 
the system. 

Mr. Warren found the works in fair condition. 

There is a considerable length of small wooden flumes and 

& mumber of wood pipes across fields, roadways, etc. All 
require some repairs. It is not believed thut the bill 

of material contained in Mr. Hives request of November 15 

is excessive and that it all could be usefully employed 
except possibly the creosote which is not mecessary. wir. 
Warren suggested that that Mr. Hives order 200 lbs of Barrett's 
plastic elastigum and 50 lbs. of ships oakum for repairing 
leaky flume joints; also that additional supports be 
provided for the flume boxes, that is, a 12" or 14* flume 
box should have a support on the middle as well as both ends. 
“t is thought that the lumber can be secured from the local 
sawnill. 

A full report on the irrigation system will be 
forwarded at an early date. The information contained herein 
is substantially the same as will appear in the report to be 
submitted and is orfered now in order not to delay unduly 
the securing of the necessary materials. 


The work of repairs could readily be undertaken 
by the school authorities as has been done in the past and 
at much less cost for labour than would be the case if 
supervision o: this service should be required,

Will you kindly give consideration to the 
following recommendations, and forward the same on to 
the Department. They represent some of our most urgent 
needs; and if there are sufficient funds in the New 
England Grant to pay for these, I do not know of any 
better way of spending the moneye 


S Pool: You can bear me out when I say 
that during the Summer this is a very hot placee Yet there 
is no matural safe swimming place nearer than fifty miles 
awaye Years ago a small valley was dammed up with cement, 
in which the boys spent manyfy delightful hours; but the 
cement has given way, and the swimming hole has disappeared. 
I would like to put this place into proper repair againe 
In fact, with a little more work than was put into it before, 
this place could be made into a very good pond 
fer the pupilse We should require 300 sacks of cement. 

' This would cost, including freight, $350.00. 


Dairy: At the present time, we have a building 
used as a dairy, situated near to the cow barne The Herdman 
with the boys attend to the care of the milk, making butter, 
and washing dairy equipmente In spite of all the care we 
may exercise, Indian boys are not to be trusted in the safe 
and sanitary handling of dairy equipment, and the disposal 
of milke Since coming to Lytton, I have noticed that although 
nearly all these Indians have cows, very few ever milk cows, 
or use cows’ milke If they use milk at all. it is the 
canned article from the storee I think it is a great pity, 
for the pupils must miss it greatly during wacation time, or 
after they are discharged from school; for they have it three 
times a day while they are here in schoole I would like to 
change our system, and provide for a position of Dairy Maid 
Supervisor, who should teach the girls the Dairy businessg 
so that after the boys have done the milking, the milk is 
is delivered to the dairy, and the Dairy Maid Supervisor then 
take charge of it; teaching the girls how to make butter and 
cheeses If this were done, I feel sure the girls would then 
Carry on after they leave sehool in their own homes. We 
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| require a properly constructed Dairy located near to the 
building, so that it would be convenient for the rls, and 
also could be connected with the steam pipe from the wien pressue 
steam boilere I estimate that this would cost $1,200. It should 
be constructed of cement, and if funds would allow,have the inside 
walls lined with white tiles The Manual Instructor would look 
after the construction of the building with his class of boyse 


Irrigation pipes We have to depend entirely on 
irrigation for the wateri of our crops and pastures. A 
considerable amount of wo pipe was layed underground for the 
purpose of conveying the watere This pipe has become degayed, 
with the result that some of the fields are becoming uselesse 
Wood pipe, such as is used, is bought for 72cts per foote I 
would like to put in 600 ft. this fall. This would mean an 
expenditure of $450.00. 


Playground equipment. This part of the school 
life is very importants for the pupils must make this their 
home, and we want them to be happye We could help in this matter 
if we could spend $400.00 on new equipmente 


Repairs to ears and truckss During the war years, 
very little has been done to vehiclese I am not asking for any 
new ones, but I would like to have our truck, station wagon and 
car put into good repaire We should require $1,000.00 for 
this purpose. 


Will you please place this matter before the 
Department as soon as possible, so that we may et to work on 
looking after these things in the near futuree I have looked 
over the estimates made above very carefully; and I assure 
you that we would do our best to use all money to the best

for domestic use. 

In rogurd to [tena lL - gondition of 6" pipe 
line. Three lengths of pipe have been repleced in the 
past two years, and the wood in these was apparently 
quite poor. However, @ eareful examination of the growth 
along the pipe Line would indteate no further Loaks. 
A gheok was made of the pipe in one place und the 
wood fibre and wire binding were still in good 
condition. Aesording to the manufacturers (Canadian 
Wood Pipe and Tank Company) a pipe line like this 
could be expected to last 25 to 50 years, or & further 
five to ten years. However, they pointed out that the 
odd stave may rot and leak, und henee require replacement 
of such a length from time to time. 
Recommendation 

In regard to Item l, pipe Line from reservoir 
to sehool, it is recommended that the pipe line be 
left as it is, « yearly oeheok be made for signs of 
leaks and 25 feet of 6" double wrapped wood stave pipe 
be kept on hand at the sohool, together with ine tructions 
on how to replace pipe.

Sanitary conditions xt 42 are not good, especially 
when the water supply is for some 200 people. One 
hundred square feet of ground has been cleared close 
to the spring, «nd is used by an Indian family 
resident on the property, for laundry and bathing 
arene ater is neated over a small grate vevide 
the stream. The used water is then turned out 
beside and into the stream. 

On July 13, Mre Hives, ‘rincipai of the oshool, 
told the son of this Indian (s man about 21 years) 
the importunce of keeping the water supply clean. 
fhe man replied that he aid not know that such was 
harmful as he was under the impression that the 
school had « purifier. However, he said he would 


keep the water supply ciean. There was no change 
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in the next few days, and “Mr. Indian Agent otrang 
saw the conditions of this spring on July 18. He 
will endeavour to arrange that this area he kept 
clean. 

Spring 81 is 46 feet north of #2, and was 
untouched by mane 

Spring £3 is about 200 feet south of K2, 
and part of the flow hae been diverted to a drinking 
trough for animals. 

Sometimes the tail water from irrigation 
flows into the ravine abowe the present intake; such 
was the case on early morning of July 17, causing 
the water to be very muddy. 

The dam at ‘te’ is fenced, creeping animals 
away, but it is accessible to man, and is often used 
as a souree of supply for passing notoristsa and 
sometimes campers. T am told that in winter when 
other sources of water fail, local families get their 
water supply here. 

The dam. ‘oe! silts up quickly and must be 
cleaned at least ones «a week. ven though this is 
done, much silt collects in the reservoir and pipe 
lines, scoring valves ond diseoloring water. The 
reservotr is cleaned once « year. The water is drained 
through the pipe line to the sehool, leaving four 
or five inches of water in the reservoir. The silt 
is removed by buckets Lifted through the manhole. 
Since water remains in the reservoir it is difficult 
to do a good job of cleaning. 


On July 18 at 3 poem. « Standard sample of 
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water was taken from a faucet in the sehool and 


another one taken at the spring B2. These were 


delivered to the Provincial Board of Health, Vancouver, 


on afternoon of July 19. The resuites of the tests

It is pointed out that several methods of heating water 
have been tried and all have failed for varying reasons. After 4 
full consideration of the requirements and taking into acco 
existing equipment which could be used to better advantage, 
recommended that the following operations be carried out: 


(a) Provide water softening equipment, of an 
approved design, which will neutralize the 
effect of hard water. 


(bo) Provide new indirect steam fed heater of tube 
and sheil design and connect to present heating 
boilers, in 4 method to be outlined later. 


(c) Clean existing storage tank; remove existing 
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submerged coil, and examine present temperature 
regulating valve. if same 4s found to be 
unsatisfactory, and unequal to the work required, 
remove and replace with new valve of proper 
capacity. 


(a) Disconnect high pressure boiler from domestic hot 
water service. 


(e) Make necessary piping revisions, as may be 
required, to carry out the above work. 


The estimated cost of the above operations at this time 
can only be approximated as conditions discovered when work is 
actually undertaken may reveal the necessity for additional operations. 
However, an amount of not less than $4,500.00 should be available 
at the outset. 


It should ned that Mr. Unsworth has stro ly 
recommended water so ent and has gone into considerable 
detail regarding capac rmances. We coneur fully with 
him regarding the urge pment. 


If you wish to proceed with the installation as outlined 
above, plans and specifications can be prepared by our Engineering 
and Construction Service. Your further advice in this regard is 
awaited. 


We have been unable as yet to have & report prepared on 
the irrigation system, but as soon as one js available you will be 
advised.

‘the machines were bought by the vepartment 
gome years agoe During the war years, five of which I 
have seen here at Ste George's, our slogan has been to 
economize as much as possibles always living in hopes that 
at the end of the war, proper adjustments would be made 
as a reward for déing our best during those difficult. timese 
These machines are used by classes of girls as part of 
their domestic training. Yhese classes of girls make all 
dresses and garments for 100 girls enrolZed in the school. 
we have no auxiliary to send us bales of clothing or goods 
to help us oute this is a Yepartment schoole its equipment 
and its maintenance, is, or should be, 1 would think, the 
respomsibility of the Departmente 


Believe me, sir, this is not, by any meas 
an easy letter to write; and lL certainly would not attempt 
it, were I not guite certain of my duty and also of the 
justification for doing S0« 


I have to say, therefore, that our 
finances do not permit of my sending in the machines 
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to Vancouver to have the extensive and necessary 
- repairs required in order to put them in first class 
condition.

Your letter of the 14th instant reached us today. 


It is difficult for us to agree with the opinion 
expressed by Reverend Mr. Hives. Might I point out that the 
following payments have been made to him by the New England 
Company funds during the current calendar year: January , $2,000.00, 
May $2,000.00, December, $1 500.00, Totals $5500.00. In 
addition, we have sent to him a cheque for $1200.00 towards 
the expense of purchasing a new care 


The authorized pupilage of this sehool is one hundred 
and eighty and $5,500.00 was forwarded to him for general expenses. 
This works out at approximately $30.00 per pupil. In acdition the 
school received a Per Capita of $180.00 and also a special grant 
of $15.00. This makes 4 total of $225.00 a pupil which is more 
than is being paid to other Indian Residential Schools in British 
Columbia. 


The amount required to repair sewing machines will not 
likely be excessive. In view of the information given in the 
first part of his letter, it is felt that it would be only fair 

to pay such expenditure from school funds. You should, therefore, 
notify the Principal of our decision in the matter. It is felt 
that he will arrange to have the machires repaired immediately 

and payment made as we desire.

Dear Major MacKay: 


I am writing you in reference to the 
matter relative to our domestic water equipment. Buring 
the Summer and #all, there have been several surveys 
made of the situation, and reports sent in regarding 
the need of repairs and extra equipment. One of the 
recommerdations is that of an electrically driven pump 
that rould send the condensate back besk into the hi 
pressure steam boiler against II0 lbs pressuree his 
is a very important matter. 


As you are aware, the alkaline deposit 
on the inside of our boilers has ruined several jacket 
heaters and steam boilers during the past five yearse 
While our domestic water was heated by jacket heater, 
the amount of water that had to be heated and therefore 
which had to go through the jacket heater system, was 
very great, and consequently left a great deal of deposit 
on the inside of the heater, resulting in the channels 
of the heater being filled up, and making the heater 
uselesse 


At the present time we are heating the 
water by means of a steam coil in the hot water tank, 
connected to the high pressure boilers ‘this has done 
very good and effective worke But the drawback of such a 
system is that the high pressure steam poiler requires 
so much additional water to make up for that used up 
in the steam coil, and each replenishment of water in 
the boiler means more alkaline deposit dn the boiler tubes, 
which means, in the near future again, either a new boiler 
or new tubese Both of which, or either of which are 
expensive replacementse 


If we could have installed, a pump to 
handle the condensate water from the steam coils in the 
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& AD vot water tank, 5 


now devoid of any 
boiler, I see no reas 
not be solved, and the life o 


This matter is part of the responsibility 
of the Yepartmente It has always been a problem, 
a very difficult onee I believe a recommendation re arding

Further to our memorandum of November 20th,1946, January 23rd 
1947 and February 12th lest,in connection with the above, you are advised 
as followsi- ‘ 


An officer from this Service, on an inspection trip covering 
e nuaber of Indien Residential Sehool, called at Lytton and obtained the 
necessary additional dete to enable plans and specifications to be pre- 
pared in line with our recomsendetions under date of November 20th, 1946. 


& eomplete inspsetion of the boiler plant and e further analysis 
of tho requirements made eat the job, showed that our originel comnent 
covered the essentials. The boiler roan ecuipnent was fbund to be in good 
condition and with few exeptions, the piping earrengement wes of good design. 


The high pressure boiler, originally designed to serve laundry 
and canner requirements, has been pressed into service to heat dome stic 
hot water. Since it is not possible to return more than half the con« 
densete from these three scources, raw mele up water must be used. This 
hes caused failures through corrosion in the boiler tubes as the water 
is exceptianslly hard. It has been responsible also for the repid burning 
out of every type of jecket heeter used. 


Bmuphesis is placed on the need for water softening equipment 
to protect the heating apperstus, in a hookeup with the present heating 
boilers slong with a new indirect stem fed heeter,to provide the new 
cessary anuount of domestic hot weter. The heating boilers,stoker fired, 
are ample in capecity to heat the bui lding ani the domestic hot water, 
and full advantege should be teken of this. Comparatively few piping 
chances will be involved and the work could be carried out with little, 
if eny disturbance to the normel school routine. The hich pressure boiler 
when used for leundry and cemnery purposes only, a8 wes originally in- 
tended, can be fed with the treeted water and should lest for yoars. 


Ag stated in our memorendum of November 20th,1946, it is 
thought that for the operations recomended an amount of approximately 
$4500.00 should be provided by Indiar i. ffeiro. 


Prinei pel Hives raised a point not heretofore brought to our 
attention. He complained about the unsanitery range closets, and asked 
if any consideration may be expected for new W.C.s to replece this 
arranrenent. While it istrue that thesc closets flush periodically, 
it is eleo true thet between these periods, they oan be very unsanitery.

Dear Lr Hoey: 


I am taking the liberty of writing you a 
personal letter relative to a matter which is causing me 
some deep concerne It is in connection with the matter of 
the installation of a water softening plant in our schools 
which has, I believe been recommended by the Vater and 
Power Commission. 


Two years ago, because of the trouble we were 
havine with our hot water heating equipment, by the alkaline 
deposit in the poiler ruining the the tubes of the high 
pressure steam poiler, I recommended that an electric 
pump should be installed for the purpose of returning the 
condensate water, made in the steam coils in the hot water 
tank, back to the high pressure steam boilers ‘This pump 
was to cost /400.00, and it would, by pumping back the 
condensate water, eliminate, I reckon, 80 per cent of the 
trouble, and prolong the life of the boiler. 


After much correspondence the matter was 
referred to the “ater and Fower Commission who sent a man 
to make a survey of the situatione He came and stayed with 
vp for about two weeks. and made quite an elaborate report. 
Yalch, I believe, was quite a thorough onee Later, another 
man came, who stayed a few days, and made another survey 
and reporte And still later, a man came from Ottawa, and 
made another survey and recommended a water softening plant, 
estimated to cost ~4500200- 


Some years ago, before my time here, 4 water 
softening plant was installed, and used a few yaarse After 
which it was taken out and lies in a decayed state in one 
of the out buildings. I believe it was similar to the one 
recommended now to be installed. It was taken out and 
serapped because it was considered a nuisance and an 
umnecessary expense- 
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I have no doubt a water softening plant 
should be of value where the water has such a large 
alkaline content; but there are so many other equally 
important requirements, which we shall certainly be unable 
to secure if that large amount of money is taken from the 
New Encland Company fundse I feel quite sure that my 
recuest for an electric pump would have answered the purpose 
of protecting and prolonging the life of the high pressure 
steam boiler. I did not ask for the water softening plant. 


We require a swiming pool in the worst way 
for our pupils. Such an acouisition would protect the lives 
of our pupils. We also, very urgently need a new poultry 
housee These things, I feel, could honestly be paid for 
from lNiew England Company funds. I doubt if we are honestly 
spending those funds by installing an elaborate water 
softening plant, which we have not eske®& for, and which, 
will no doubt be quite an expense to maintain when and if it 
is installed. 

I am quite willing to go by your judgement 
in this matter; but as it stands. it does give me some 
concerne I also feel that we should show to the Indian 
people that we are possessed of human sympathies. I doubt 


if they would ever recoenize a water sortening plant as of 


as much importance for their childrem, as they would a safe 
swimning pool, or a good poulgry house for the production of 


eggs to feed their childrene 


If you can deal with this matter without 
others having the feeling that I have been presumptuous 
in going over their heads, I shall be much relieved. 1 
know you and your staff are always greatly concerned both 
about our welfare and the )roper expending of money- Yet. 
because we are remotely situated from you, I feel sure 
thet direct and first hand information is also welcomed, 
in dealing with problems e

In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorandum of July 28rd 
bearing your notetions of the 26th instant, together wi. th attached 
copy of Principal Hives’ letter of July 4th, you are advised as 
follows: 


We heve prepared plans and specifications covering the 
revisions to the hot and cold water equipnent at the above ani are 
sending 6 sets of each to Mr. Webb requesting him to obtain prices 
for the installation of the work end to forward sane to this Service. 


With reference to Principal Hives’ coments in his letter 
of the 4th instant, we still hold to our opinion thet the high pressure 
return pump would not provide s satisfactory solution to the present 
difficulty. As pointed out in our memoranda of January 23rd, 1947, 
no more than half the condensate can be returned to the high pressure 
boiler as the nature of some of the equipnent served, makes it impossible 
to trap and return the waste steam. Consequently at least half of the 
water required for the high pressure boiler would be rew makeup, and 
it follows that the life of the boiler could only theoretically be extended 
50% longer by the use of this punp. The pump installed would provide 
no help in prolonging the life of the other items of the danestic hot 
water equipment. 


With e proper type of water softening equipment, tie units in the 
boiler ream and laundry could be served ami we agree with the statement 
which appears on page 7 in Uneworth's report of Sept 12th, 1946, to the 
effect thet a 75% saving in soap and at least 10% anmmel saving in washe- 
ble clothes could be effected. 


Our recommendations are based on reports prepared by Messrs 
Uneworth end Strileeff of Mr. Webb's office ami on a personel inspection 
made by our own officer eerly last March. 


Following the receipt of prices from Mr. Webb, you will be 
further edvi sed.

, 1946, appre the purchase of hospital beds etc., 
f the infirmary at the St. George's Indian Residential 
school. Arrangements were made to secure the school's 
requirements in the way of beds and mattresses from the 
Jar assets Corporation, and an order was placed on 
February 18th last covering a supply of 12 mattresses and 
12 beds, at a total cost of 9129.96. 


Canon Hives informs me that to date only the 12 
mattresses have been received and these were in very poor 
condition and not suitable for use in the school infirmary. 


The War Assets Corporation is unable to promise 
definite delivery on the beds, and under the circumstances 
it is considered that we should proceed to secure the 
school's requirements from manufacturers. quotations 
secured previously indicate thet suitable beds may be 
secured for approximately $35.00 each, and suitable 
mattresses for approximately $12.00 each. 


It would be appreciated if you would advise if it will 
be in order to purchase 12 beds and 12 mattresses.

Mr. Webb had some difficulty in interesting any firms to offer 
tenders, ani their reluctance to bid is directly reflected in the tenfer prices 
which are fantesticelly higher then our considered estimate of $4,500. 


If the baller roon, laundry, domestic hot weter equipment, and do- 
mestic water piping systems are to be protected ageinst costly and rapid de- 
terioration brought about by exoeesively hard water, the work outlined by 
thie Service should be proceeded with; tut we do not feel justified in ree 
camending the acceptence of cither of the above tenders as it is felt thet 
they ere unreasonably high. 


However, the vertical high pressure beiler which wrves the leuniry 
equi pent should here som individuel protection. Thies unit 1s being supplied 
with rew mele-up water, as it is not posable or feasible to return more than 
50% of the coniensate. 


It i suggested therefore, that the high pressure boiler be provided 
with an individuel weter treateont system along the lines of thet offered by 
Goddard emi Company of Sidney, Vancouver Islami as outlined in their letter of 
Septenber 29, 1947. 


If this pretective treetment were supplied for this boiler, it omld 
be made to work in conjunction with the equi pent outlined in our original 
recomaeniation and would therefore not be lost should the entire renovetions 
be carried out et sone Inter date. 


It is not to be oomsidered however, that the above is an alternative 
te our originel recomendetion; es this equipment would only provide protection 
for the high pressure boiler. 


When Indien Affeirs decide what ateps they are prepred to take 
after considering this report, we will, upon receiving instructions, institute 
the necessary action to carry out their wi sts.

Godderd & Company stete in their letter of 14th 
August, 1947, thet the only cost etteached to their 
service is the original cost of the Treatment; and thet 
they supply ell necessary semple bottles. 


The boiler room staff et st. George's is, in our 
opinion, well quelified and eble to use this Treatment 
intelligently; and we heave no hesitetion in recommending 
thet it be adopted and applied to the high pressure 
boiler which in this cese should have protection against 
the very hard water which is being supplied to the 
building.

With further reference to previous correspondence 
relative to proposed revisions of the hot and cold water equip- 
ment of this school, I am enclosing for your information copies 
of memoranda from wir. Mills, dated October 22nd and October 31st, 
which are self-explanatory. 


It will be noted that in his memorandum of 
October 22nd, Mr. Mills states he does not feel justified in 
recommending the acceptance of either tender received on the 
ground that they are Both unreasonably high. This view is 
concurred in. 


As a temporary alternative to saceptiag one of 
these tenders, Mr. llills suggests making use of an in ividual 
water treatment system offered by Goddard and Company of Sidney, 
Vancouver Island. Details concerning this proposed procedure 
for treating the water used in the high pressure boiler are 
given by Mr. Mills in his memorandum of October 31st. 


We concur in Mr. Mills' recommendation regarding 
the adoption of this treatment as a temporary measure until more 
reasonable prices can be secured for revisions to the dome stic 
water supply of this-scheel.

An Officer from this Divisien visited the above last March during the 
course of an extended inspection trip covering the number of schools. 


The Principal, Rev. C.F, Hives, had been advocating the instellation of 
a high pressure boiler feed pump to return condensate to the vertical high pressure 
laundry boiler, in an effort to overcome the destructive effect of raw make-up waters 


The result of our Officers' inspection ¢onfirmed our previously stated 
opinion that the installation of this pump, is not the proper solution, as only 
slightly more than 50% of the condensate could be returned, . necessitating the 
introduction of raw make-up water. 


Following an analysis of the complete data obtained as a result of this 
inspection, recommendations were made to the Indian Affairs Branch, outlining the 
installation of suitable water softening epparatus along with certein revisions to 
the existing boiler roan piping and equipment. These recommendations are fully 
outlined in our memoranda under date of November 20, 1946, and April 11, 1947. 


Subsequently Mr. Webb, Mistrict Engineer, of Vancouver, was asked te 
obtain tenders based on plans and specifications prepared by this Division. After 
a considerable delay, occasioned by the reluctance of West Coast, contractorsto take 
on additional work at this time, two tenders were received. ‘These tenders were 
nearly 100% higher then our considered estimate of $4,500.00, and we did not feel 
justified in recommending that either one be accepted. 


It was folt, however, that sane means of protection eageinst hard water ) 
should be provided for the high pressre boiler, which is one of the more expensive 
items of ecouipment. With this in view, we outlined in a memorandum dated October 
22, 1947, a system of feed water treatment consisting of prescribed compound, testing 
@peretus eto. While this treatment is not to be considered as an alternative to our 
original recommendation, it would provide a sati sfactory measure of protection for 
the high pressure boiler only, and could be incorperated into the original proposal, 
at such time as it may be possible to obtain a more favourable price for the entire 
work. 


As a result, the Indian Affeirs Branch authorize this Division to request 
Mr. Indien Agent Strang te place an order with Goddard & Company of Sidney, Vancouver 
Island, to supply the necessary boiler compound and testing kit to the school. In 
this connection we wrote to the Godderd & Company, outlining the requirementse We 
also wrote to Mr. Indien Agent Strang ani Principal C.F. Hives, and we are advising 
Mr. Webb of the action t ia being taken.

Dear Sir: 


I am writing you in reference to the electrical 
wiring system of St. George's School. From one's 
observations of the workmanship which was put into the 
construction of this school, I am of the opinion that 
not too much care was exercised by those responsible, and 
particularly in connection with the electrical wiring. 


In the whole of the building there was not one 
wall or floor electrical connection in the way of a 
receptical installed. Consequently, during the years 
since the completion of the building, a great deal of 
amateurish work has been done; and all the staff rooms 
have extensions connected in womeway from the ceiling 
drop light to their bed or table. This condition is 
not safe, and I feel sure would not pass the inspection 
of any fire department or fire insurance underwriter. 
We have had a very hard winter, and lights have had to 
be used a great deal, although there are no electrical 
appliances in the way of heaters etc. in the staff room. 


We have two hundred children in school, and, as 
you must realize, Indian children are not always responsible 
for what they do. 


i would urgently recommend that an inspection of 
our whole system be made by an authorized expert, and his 
findings reported to the DLepartment without delay.

Dear Sir: 


I am writing you to express our deep concern over 
the light and power situation here at St. George's School. 
The light is very poor indeed, especially when it is most 
neecede This is the first time that I have made any complaint 
about it, but I really think something should be done to 
improve the situation. 


It seems to me that the plant which syppplies the 
light and power is entirely inadequate and over loaded. 
We are at the beginning of the dark season of the yeare We 
have to depend so mich on ite We have two hundred children 
in school, and several times we have been thrown in darkness, 
at very inconvenient times, when we have to take to coal 
oil lamps and candlese Some years ago the power was off 
for forty eight hours, when the temperature at that time 
happened to be 23 degrees below zeroes We have power stokers 
on the heating plant; you can therefore well immagine our 
position at that time. 


Unless the Power Commission takes the mtter in 
hand, I see no reason why we shall not be subject to the 
same condition of inconvenience, fire hazard and all that 
again this Winter. 


I would respectfully and urgently ask that this 
matter be treated as paramount importance by your Commission.

The 28 foot walls on each end of the dormitories have windowa 
built close together for;the full width of the room.

With the proposed alterations,the two new rooms which 
are now sewing rooms would be 174x27x10 feet. Aphort wall would 
have to be built to change these rooms so they could be used as 
dormitories and the rest of the material would be used for build- 
ing shelves and cupboards so smaller rooms could be used for 
sewing rooms. 


I enclose quotations on materials required, having been 
advised by Canon Hives that the work could be done by employees 
and pupils of the school. Canon Hives also advises that he will 
also require 20 beds, 5 foot size with matresses. 
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Although the air space is not 500 feet per pupil, it is 
no doubt far more than we find in the average Indian home, and

During my visit of November 2 to the above mentioned 
school in connection with an electrical survey, I also made 
a brief inspection of the domestic water suppy system. This 
system appears to be in an unhealthy sanitary condition, and 
in need of repairs, since the six inch wood stave supply line 
running from the reservoir to the school is over twenty years 
old, is leaking badly in several places, and has had to be 
repaired frequently during the past two years, 


Mr. Unsworth's Report of September 11, 1946 regarding the 
subject 


In general, the whole question of the present water 
supply system is dealt with in Mr, Unsworth's report on this 
subject. 


Sanitary Condition 


An Indian family holds several acres of land which 
drain into the creek conveying the water from the present supply 
spring to the reservoir intake. This makes for unsanitary 
conditions for the following reasons: 


(1) Cattle and horses eraze over this land causing 
possible contamination during the rainy season and irrigation 
periods. 


(2) The ground which is cleared close to the spring 
from which the water supply is taken, appears to be still used 
by the Indian family resident on the property above for a 
laundering and bathing area. As stated in Mr. Unsworth's report, 
water is heated over a small grate beside the stream. The used 
water is turned out, to run into the stream feeding the school 
water supply system, 


(3) During the irrigation periods when the ground above 
is flooded, considerable sediment is washed into the stream, 
causing the domestic water to become discoloured. 


A collecting box connected to a pipe line to feed the 
present reservoir should improve the unsanitary conditions 
mentioned above. If, however, it was found that there were stil}

In accordance with your instructions, I visited Ste Oeorre's 
Indian Kesidential $choo0l on November 2nd, 1lv4%, to inspect the 
electrical system at the school and obtain sufficient information 
to draw up plans to improve the Lighting in the class rooms and 
also bring the entire system up to date to meet the requirements 
of the B. CG. Hlectrical Codes. 


Ceneral Jxistin Jjonditions
